There was.a most interesting session of the 
Council last evening—interesting as much 
for what the Aldermen failed to do as for 

what they did. 
Hyde Park Mutual Fuel Gas ordinance would

He took it to the Mayor and 
showed the clause which fixes’ the 
price of gas at. $1 a_ thousand. 
The Mayor said the price was too high. The 
» ordinance therefore was not introduced. Ald. 
Ryan and his friends were disappointed. 
They rather expected to put it through under 
a suspension of the rules. 
Killed by Its Friends. 

The Council also failed to pass the Sunday 
losing or Sunday rest ordinance, though it 
spent| an hour in debate on the subject. 
It seems to have been killed by its 
too enthusiastic friends. A large number 
of the labor agitators and representatives of 
trades assemblies were present to watch the 
» proceedings and to encourage the advocates 
of the ordinance. Ald. Mann made a sugges- 
tion that some of the labor people be called 
upon to address the Council in behalf of the 

This suggestion was resented by 
several of the Aldermen friendly to the ordi- 
nance. Ald. Sexton was among the number, 
and he angrily moved to recommit. On a 
viva voce vote then the ordinance was recom- 
mitted, and the Council proceeded to the 
most important business Phase nighs the 
passage of the South Side ey ordinance, — 
- eovered elsewhere in THe TrrBuN£ today. 

When the Mayor's message, referring to his 
track elevation ordinance, published elsc- 
where in this issue of Tue TrisuNne, was read 
Ald. Tripp moved to take up the ordinance 
for passage.

For South Side Trolleys. 

When the Sunday closing ordinance was 
killed of Ald. Noble’s special order the 
ordinance of the Mutual Electric Light and 
Power company was continued as a special 
order to the next meeting. Ald. Noble instead 
called up the ordinance providing for changing 
the present horse car lines of the Chicago 
City railway company into overhead electric 
trolley wires. An attempt was made to ad- 
journ, but the Council refused by a vote of 8 
to 54.. The first taken up for consideration 
gives the company permission tolay a double 
track railroad to be operated by horse or 
electric power (overhead trolley) on Sixty- 
third street from Cottage Grove ave- 
nue to State street. This ordinance 
passed by a vote of 65 to 1, Ald. Marrenner 
voting in the negative. The next 
ordinance provides for a similar line on 
Wallace street from Thirty-ninth to Root 
street. It was passed, as was also one allow- 
ing the construction of a cable conduit on 
Twenty-first street, between State and Wa- 
bash avenue. Another ordinance was passed 
allowing the company to use overhead wires 
on the following lines: | 

Twenty-second, Twenty-sixth, Thirty-first,

Commencing at Congress, orata street orpoint 
north of Congress street, and between Wabash 
avenue on the east and Market street or the west, 
and extending in a northerly or northeasterly 
direction to the ¢ ‘hicago River; thence across the 
Chicago River to a point between Cass street, 
extended to the Chicago River and the North 
Branch of the Chicago River; thence extending 
‘in’a northerly or northwesterly direction to the 
city limits. 

Second—The first branch of the said railroad 
shall commence at the main line at a point north | 
of Congress streét and south of the C hicago’ 
River, and run westerly across the South Branch 
of the Chicago River toa point not more than 
1,000 feet west of Halsted street, and continuing 


, with two branches, one running northwesterly to 


the city limits and one running northwardly to 


the city limits. 
Third—The second branch shall commence at 


the main line between North avenue and Chica- 
go avenue and extend in a westerly direction toa 
point between Western avenue and Ashland ave- 
nue, thence in a northerly direction to the city 


limits. 
Fourth—The third branch shall commence at 


the main line between North avenue and Diver- 
sey street and extend in a northerly or northeast- 
erly direction to the city limits. 

Fifth —The fourth branch shall commence a 
the *nain line between North avenue and Belmont 
avenue and extend westerly to the city limits. 

It is provided that if any existing bridge is 
used it shall be so reconstructed us not to in 
any manner interfere with traffic as it now or 
may hereafter exist, and all expense of op- 
eratmg, repairmg, and maintaining such 
bridge or bridges shail be borne by said Chi- 
eago North Division Elevated railroad com- 
pany, its successors OF assigns, during the 
life of the ordinance. 

Then follow the provisions of the Polasky 
scheme, which has been already set forth in 
Tue Tripune, and which proposes to give 
this city an interest ‘in the road, 
and. for that purpose vests its 
control in a committee of eleven citizens. 
It is provided that unless said railway shall 
be extended north from Wilson avenue to 
the city limits on the north within teu years 
then all the rights of fhe. company over that 
portion of the proposed railway be null and 
void, and the company sha 4 to the City 
Treasury the sum of $25,0 The other 
portions have to be complet four years. 
The ordinance was referred to the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys North.

TRUSTS IN CONTROL. 


OOMBINES ARE DIRECTING THE SEN- 


ATORIAL TARIFF TINKERS. 


Stock Sshaatien in Sugar, Whisky, and Lead 
‘a Prime Factor in Creating Delay=Dis* 
graceful Speculation Going On While 
Schedulés Are Being Arranged<Have- 
meyer and His Satellites Manipulating 
Affairs to Suit Themselves — Justice 
White's Peculjar Course Censured. 

_ Wasnisxeton, D. C., March 5.—{Special.]— 
There.is one cause and only one cause for the 
delay over the tariff bill. That is the influ- 
ence of the trusts. The delay is not due to 
iron cre, coal, wool, lumber, salt, or to any 
of the schedules which are related to these 
raw materials. . The bill has been held up and 
whipsawed from time to time for the 
benefit of stock jobbing in sugar. 
whisky, and lead trust certificates. No 
one knows this better than Daniel W. 
Voorhees, Chairman of the Finance commit- 
tee, and Messrs. Jones of Arkansas, Vest, Mc- 
Pherson, Harris, his Democrat associates 
on-that committee. Vance of North Caroiina 
is away sick and is not responsible for what is 
going on. Milis of Texas, who has acted as a 
member of the committee, knows it as well as 
anybody else. There never was a spectacle 


¥ 


like that which is seen at the Capitol, nor was 


there ever such rotten stock-jobbing. Lead 
and lead products have been put on the free 
list, shifted .back to the dutiable list, 
this action reversed, and then again made du- 
tiable. Whisky was shifted back and forth 
until even the jobbers themselves got afraid 
to dabble in it. Sugar has been a disgraceful 
speculation from the beginning. If there is any- 
thing certain about the temper of the present 
Congress it is that' ultimately there will be no 
discriminating duty on refined sugar. That 
was also alleged to be the sentiment of all the 
Democratic members of the Finance commit- 
tee except one, when the Wilson bill reached 
them. 
Trust Schedule Favored. 

Nevertheless, whenever the Louisiana Sen- 
ators proposed a schedule it was met by a 
counter ‘schedule which discriminated in 
favor of the sugar trust. They pointed this 
out, yet the Democrats on the Finance com- 
mittee clung to the trust schedule whilé giv- 
ing no reason for it. It would be either that, 
they said, or no duty at all. More than this, 
since Havemeyer, the head of the trust, came 
to Washington and took command of the cam- 
paign in person the (trust’s greed in- 
creased. Ten days ago the sugar trust 
was willing to take one-eighth of a 
cent or even one mill discrimination. 
Last Saturday it demanded the one- 
fourth which the Ways and Means committee 
had gives if, and which the House had wiped 
out. The Louisiana Senators, in their desper- 
ation, almost agreed to a schedule, giving the 
trust a discrimination of 3-16, but they would 
go no further. Yesterday, according to the 
statement which was heard on the floor of the 
Senate today, Mr. Havemeyer forced the 
Democrat majority to an absolute surrender 
and a rate of 40 per cent ad valorem was 
agreed to, with a differential increase on the 
higher grades. Anad valorem duty of any 
sort is a protection to the trust, because of its 
ability to manipulate the importations.

Profitable Influence. 

The influence with the committee was per- 
haps worth all the sugar trust paid for it. 
No attempt wes made to deny that the major- 
ity of the committee has conceded everything 
demanded by the greedy trust until pretty 
Then the time-worn 
rumors about Chairman Voorhees’ deadly 
opposition to any discriminating duty 
on refined sugars was turned out of the com- 
mittee-rooin and sent wandering around the 
Capitol. This rumor is alway trotted out 
when the market has taken a spurt upwards. 
Everybody having had a chance to get even, 
it may be now that all schedules heretofore 
made on sugar will be set aside, but it will 
not ‘be because of Voorhees’ opposition to the 
sugar trust. Atleast it will not be for that 
reason.so long as Mr. Havemeyer and his 
skillful lieutenants keep so closely in touch 
with leading Democrats: connected with Mr. 
Cleveland’s administration, with the Treasury 
Departinent, with the Democratic National 
committee, with the Democratic Congres- 
sional committee, and with -the professional 
promoters of legislation, whose intimacy with 
Democrats of the Finance comunittee is not 
disturbed by their calling. 2 

The Democratic Senators on the Finance 
committee worked intermittently this after-: 
noon and again this evening, mostly on the 
internal revenue schedules, which include 
whisky and tobacco, but sugar was their chief 
concern. Secretary Carlisle, Assistant Secre. 
tary Hamlin, and Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner Miller were with them. Aceording to 
one of the Treasary officials they had gotten 
the bill into such shape that it would bea 
week before Chairman Voorhees could affcrd 
to call a meeting of the Finance committee to 
consider the completed measure. 

Want the Income Tax Dropped. 

One proposition was to drop out the income 
tax, so as to furnish a pretext for putting 
whisky up to $1.20 a gallon, and also put- 
ting a stiff duty on sugar, stiff enough to sat 
isfy both the trust and the Louisiana planters. 
Senators White and Caffery were with Voor- 
nees, Vest, and the rest of the alieged states- 
men who are framing the bill this evening, so 
was Secretary Carlisle. Mills went to 
the theater instead of counseling with his 
colleagues. The hint thrown out late tonight 
is that the Wall street speculators hav- 
ing forced sugar up ten points witHin a few 
days are now complacently awaiting the in- 
formation that Mr. Havemeyer wants a dump 
tomorrow 1n order to’ keep the Congressmen 
from becoming too greedy. On the other 
hand, it is asserted that Democratic Senators 
who want sugar certificates to keep up fora 
while longer are confidently making known 
their belief that all tariff legislation will fail 
because there will be at least six Democratic 
votes against any bill that the Finance com- 
inittee brings in. 

One of. the Senators why was openly op- 
posed to the Wilson bill as it was atmmended 
by the Senate subcommittee and who was 
active in the caucus said today that the out- 
come was a matter of considerable doubt. 
** Had the bill made equal reductions,’’ he 
said, *‘and had no attempt been made to give 
some special interests an advantage we 
could not complain. But when it was 
proposed to protect the Louisiana sugar men 
we could not sit still and see interests in our 
States suffer. This led to the caucus and it 
was there shown how unjust it would be to 
make the bill protective in one locality alone.

MR. WHITE’S CONDUCT Is CENSURED. 


His Retention of the Louisiana Senator- 
ship Considered Reprehensible. 

Wasninarton, D. C., March 5.—[Special. ]— 
White of Louisiana is still Senator. It is safe 
to guess that if his nomination for the Su- 
preme Court were again to come before the 
Senate it would not be confirmed. His course 
in holding the Senatorship aftervhis confirma- 
tion as Associate Justice has disgusted every. 
body. . The plea that this is done to save Lou- 
isiana’s sugar interests does not hold, because 
the Governor of that State would appoint a 
successor within an hour after his resignation 
is received. White's action has created a 
painful impression as to his fitness for a judi- 
cial position. and this impression has not 
been removed by his failure to observe the 
formalities which are inseparable from the 
Justices of the Supreme Court, There has 
been considerable criticism in court 
circles in regard to the “manner in 
which Mr. Justice White has acted since his 
appointment. It has been. the established 
custom for the new Justice to call upon the 
Chief Justice and the senior Justices immedi- 
ately upon his appointment, but this rule was 
not observed in this instance, Justice , White 
having not even called upon the Chief Jus- 
tice up to this morning. The failure of Mr. 
Justice White to take the oath this morning 
madg it necessary still further to delay the 
assignment of the large number of impor- 
tant cases which had been put over toa full 
bench. Justice Brown is recognized as 
the leading admiralty lawyer on the bench, 
and since the deathof Blatchford and Bradley 
leads as a patent lawyer. These two qualifi- 
cations make his appointment to the Second 
(New York) Circuit particularly appropriate, 
as this circuit furnishes the bulk of the patent 
and admiralty business. And this appoint- 
ment is likely to be made when the bench is 
filled. 

New Orveans, La., March 5.—[ Special, ]— 
The failure of Senator White to resign in or- 
der to assume a position on the United States 
Supreme bench promises to develop intoa 
sensational episode in Louisiana politics. 
Upon the face of the things the failure to re- 
sign seems to be based upon a desire to con- 
tinue the fight for sugar. Behind the scenes, 
however, other interests are at work. The 
story goes that Senator White made several 
pledges during his Senatorial term, the prin- 
cipal of which was to urge the appointment 
of Capt. A. W. Crandall to the*Postimaster- 
ship at New Orleans. ‘ Capt. Cfindall was at 
the head of the McEnery factien, which fa- 
vored the continuance of the Jettery fran- 
chise, and Senator White’s action was pre- 
sumed to be in the direetion of restoring har- 
mony.

HATCH BILL HEARING. 


EXOHANGE PRESIDENTS SAY IT 
WOULD RESTRICT COMMERCE. 


Statements Made That Prices Are Helped 
by Speculative Markets~Petition from 


the Chicago Board of Trade Against Its 


Passage—Opponents of the Measure Ex- 
pect to Kill It in the Senate—Animated 
Pension Debate in the House—Cannon 


Badgers Black. 

Wasuinaron, D. C., March 5.—[Special.]— 
Farmer Hatch does not propose to have any 
time wasted in hearings before the Agricult- 
ural committee on the question of anti- 
options, and he therefore announced that to- 
day’s hearing would be the only one this ses- 
sion, When the committee met, there were 
present besides the members Mesers. Ward- 
well and Martin of the New York Produce 
Exchange, President Bloss of the New York 
Cotton Exchange, Representative J. Frank 
Aldrich of Chicago, and President Labouisse 
of the New Orleans Cotton Exchange. It was 
the privilege of thé latter to make an ex- 
haustive argument against the provisions of 
the Hatch bill, and he was stfongly backed up 
in his assertions by President Bloss of the 
New York Cotton Exchange. 

In the course of the hearing a petition from 
the Chicago Board of Trade, addressed to ‘the 
lilinois Congressmen, was circulated and ex- 
cited considerable comment, inasmuch as the 
petitioners- took strong ground against the 
measure now pending before Congress. An 
interchange of views among the boards of 
trade people present brought out the asser- 
tion that it would be merely a waste of time 
to fight the bill in the House, owing to the 
favor with which the measure’ is meeting 
among Representatives, and that it would 
be re expedient to wait for it in 
the Senate and killit witha big club. Such 
was the tenor ofa telegram sént to Chicago 
by Mr. Aldrich after learning that ‘there 
would be no more hearings before the Agri- 
cultural committee. All the members of the 
Iilinois Congressional delegation have been 
urged to fight the Hatch bill at every possible 
stuge, but they do not expect to accomplish 
anything in the House of Representatives 
after the measure is reported by Farmer 
Hateh. 

Animated Exchange of Views. 

The hearing today brought out some ate 
controversy at times, during which Mr, Hate 
joined issue with President J. O. Bloss of the 
New York Cotton Exchange and President J. 
W. Labouisse of the New Orleans Cotton Ex- 
change as to the general practice of selling 
cotton with the distinct understanding that it 
was to bea speculation with no actual de- 
livery, Mr. Hatch said that this practice was 
carried on constantly in Cliieago and he had 
evidence of unquestionable character as to the 
fact. Both of the heads of the cotton ex- 
changes controverted this. 

In the course of the discussion with Mr. 
Bioss Mr. Hatch asked how many bales of cot- 
toh the New York Exchange had on hand 
from day to day. : 

‘* About 275,000 bales,’’ said Mr. Bloss. 

‘What are your average daily transac- 


‘tions?”’ 


‘* About 800,000 bales and sometimes much 
less.”’ 

‘*Then,’’ said Mr. Hatch, “* your daily trans- 
actions are more than all the cotton you have 
on hand?’ 

Mr. Bloss assented, and then proceeded to 
show the speculative markets hada tendency 
to help prices. The higher the market the 
larger the business, Mr. Bloss added that 
Mr, Hatch had been misinformed or misied 
as to the alleged practice of making future 
contracts not to deliver. : 

Mr. Hatch—Do I understand you: to say 
that all the trades on the Boar of Trade of 
Chicago in any of the commodities named in 
the bill are always terminated by an actual 
delivery of the property? 

Mr. Bloss—l say the contract calls for it. 

Alleges No Actual Delivery. 


Mr. Hatch—You misunderstand my state- 
ment. That is exactly whatI say, but there 
is not one out of a thousand ever terminated 
in actual delivéry, and the general under- 
standing is that they will be settled without 
that. If, according to your statement, the 
rules of the Bourd of Trade require an actual 
delivery on every contract of that kind which 
is made, why is it not enforced? 

Mr. Blose—Because it suits both parties to 
the transaction, either directly or indirectly, 
to make other disposition of it. 

President Labouisse of the New Orleans 
Cotton Exchange submitted a statement and 
many tables bearing onthe cotton trade. He 
gave it as his opinion that the fall in the price 
of commodities, inclitding cotton, was not 
due totegitimate speculation, but was the re- 
sult of the fall in silver, which had been going 
on for many years, He denied, however, that 
there was any undue failing off in the price of 
cotton, Its periods of high price had been 
due to special causes and it had been affected 
by the general. shrinkage of the last twenty 
years in all branches of comnts industry. 

In answer to a question from Representa- 
tive Simpson Mr. Labouisse said the Hatch 
bill, if enacted into law, would have the effect 
of driving out the sma!l dealers and concen- 
trating the cotton trading in the hands ofa 
few lurge dealers. 


MR. D. L. MOODY PRAYS IN THE HOUSE. 


Session Is Opened by an Invocation by the 
Noted Evangelist.

MAKING A MUSEUM IN A BIG TREF, 


One of the Fair Exhibits to Figure Prom- « 


inently at the Capital. 

Wasninaton, D, C., March 5.—The Agri- 
cultural Department Museum has been con- 
siderably enriched as a result of the World's 
Fair. One of the acquisitions is a large 
section of the California sequola tree which 
was a feature of the Interior Department's 
exhibit, and which the Agricultural Depart- 
ment has decided to remove to Washington 
and place it on the grounds of the departinent 
here.

Diplomatic and Consular Appropriation 

lL Presented by Mr. McCreary. 
WaAsnineton, D. C., March 5.--The diplomatic 
and tonsular appropriation bill was presented 
today to the House by Chairman McCreary of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. It appropriates 
a total of $1,513,788, which is $46,706 less than 
the amount of the last bill. With the prospect- 
ive consular fees, which amounted last year to 
$1,000,060, it is estimated the actual cost of the 
diplomatic and consular service will be less than 
$500,000. The share of the United States for 
the Inter-Continental Railway Commission is re- 
duced from #80,000 to $20,000. The report 
states that the practicability of the railway be- 
tween the United States and South America has 
been fully demonstrated by recent surveys.

GOVERNOR OF WEST VIRGINIA SENDS 
A GUN AGAINST RIOTERS. 


Strikers Again Apply the Torch and Burn 
Twenty Loaded Cars of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Rallroad=Col. Wyant Taken 
to Trial Under Military EscorteThreats 
of Lynching=Discovery of an Alleged. 
Plot to Biow Up Mines and Buildings 
with Dynamite. 

CHarteston, W. Va., March 5.—The big 
gatling gun at the State’s prison in .Mounds- 
ville was ordered shipped today for use, if 
necessary, in quelling mine riots, It was 
brought down on the afterncon Ohio River 
train, 

Twenty loaded cars of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio road were burned at Point Creek, ten 
miles below Eagle, this mogning. A general 
outbreak is momentarily expected, as the 
strikers are becoming emboldened by their 
recent successes with the torch. 

Col, Wyart, under guard ofa full company 
of militia, was taken from Montgomery this 
morning a prisoner to be tried on the charge 
of shooting at the sirikers. Military protec- 
tion was made necessary from the fact that 
890 to 1,000 armed strikers are scattered at 
points along the road between Montgomery 
anid Fayetteville and swearing to lynch Wyant. 
Gov. MacCorkle has sent a messenger on an 
engine to Eagle to investigate the threats of 
kitling Wyant. The Sheriff decided that he 
must take Wyant to Fayetteville before his 
preliminary trial. : 

At their meetings yesterday, last night, and 
Saturday the arrangement was made with the 
connivance of certain people to arrest Wyant, 
bring him to Montgomery and turn him over 
to the mob of miners. A dastardly outrage 
was to be perpetrated. When the soldiers 
came accompanymg the Sheriff in 
inaking his arrests for murder, dynamite 
cartridges fused with percussion caps were to 
bu lignted and thrown among _ the troops and 
posse. Dynamite cartridges were distributed, 
one of which is in the possession of the.Gov- 
ernor today. They were to bring Wyant to 
this place, where his life was to be taken and 
then the riot was to be made down the rail- 
road, As it happened, however, only a small 
part of this program was carried out. 

Acting Mayor MeNabb, who is charged with 
having impeded the Sheriff in executing war- 
rants today, telegraphed an offer to the Gov- 
ernor of 100 good citizens fora posse. His 
offer was not accepted. 

A conspiracy of a startling nature is being 
unearthed; Today a man was arrested on 
Morris Creek with two Wianchesters and a 
peculiar looking dynamite bomb in his posses- 
sion. Hesays he will turn State’s evidence 
and confess to a plot that is being hatched to 
blow up all the works along the river. He 
said also that he knew where a great deal of 
dynamite was being stored for this purpose.

NEW TRIAL OF ROSTEK CASE BEGUN. 


Day at Madison Spent in a Vain Effort to 
: Get a Jury. 

Mapison, Wis., March 5.—[ Special. |—The 
roster case trial was begun a second time in the 
Circuit Court today. When court adjourned 
this evening a jury had not been secured and 
the indications are it will take at least an 
hour and.a half tomorrow morning to cotn- 
plete the work, Gov.

The indications 
are that there will be ten Democrats on tne 
jury. Action was ordered to be begun against 
ex-Juror Reinhard Reible, who caused the 
discharge of the former jury and the wast- 
ing of a week’s work in the trial. 
The Sheriff was instructed to take the proper 
steps for arrest and to allow Reible to consult 
coufisel if he so desired. Later in the after- 
noon Attorney Smith announced that the at- 
tachment against Reible had been returned.

‘he entire length and width of the roadways 
and the approaches of the subways on such of 
the streets affected by this ordinance as were es- 
tablished before the acquisition by said railway 
companies or either of them of its right of way— 
namely: the streets north of and including 
Twenty-second street, and also inciuding Sixty- 
third street—shall be pavéett by said railway com- 
panies with a single course of vitrified brick of 
standard quality laid ataright angle with the 
curb lines, and resting on a solid foundation of 
hydraulic cement concrete nine iraches thick or 
deep when solidly tamped in place and otherwise 
finished and properly crowned ready for the re- 
ception of the brick wearing surface. Generally 
the curbs shall be of granite or hard, sound lime- 
stone, free from argillaceous seams, and of the 
standard dimensions and finish, and otherwise 
set in permanent place in accordance with the 
requirements of the Department of Public Works.

As to all streets in which the subways are b 
this ordinance required to be constructed whic 
are not paved at the time of the commencement 
of the work of elevating the plane cf: said tracks 
the same shall be graded so as to conform to the 
requirements and specifications of this ordi- 
nance, and the said railway companies or either 
of them, as the case may be, shall, whenever re- 
quired by the Commissioner of Public Works, 
lay the pavements and, sidewalks in said sub- 
ways, only within the lines of their joiat and 
several rights of way, in such manner and of 
such character as may be required by said Com- 
missioner of Public Works. 


What the Subways Will Be Like. 


The following description of the subway at 
Thirty-first street will give a fair idea of the 
character of all the proposed subways, but 
there is a separate schedule for each: 


Length between portals, 100 feet; length of 
floor of subway, 120 feet; depression of street at 
east end, 1.85 feet; width of subway between 
walls, 66 feet; width of roadway’ between curbs, 
88 feet; width of sidewalks, 14 feet each; length 
of east approach, 100 feet; gradient of east ap- 
proach, 1.85 per cent; depression of street at 
west end, 1.65 feet; length of west approach, 160 
feet; gradient of west approach, 1.05 per cent;

The drainage of the subways shalkbe properly

age system. Provided, however, that whenever 
the floors of the subways are below the city sew- 
erage system all natural drainage and storm wa- 
ter may be intércepted ata proper point where 
it can be discharged into ‘the sewerage system, 
while that portion of said subways which is be- 
low the line of the sewers shall be drained into 
a well orsump, properly located in or immedi- 
ately adjacent to the subways, which wells or 
sumps shall be emptied of their contents by 
means of a pumping plant driven by compressed 
aif or steam, or electricity, all of which shali be 
constructed and maintained by the railway com- 
panies. : 

Wherever. in the construction of the subways, 
it shall become necessary to change the location 
of water pipes, sewers, and electrical conduits 
owned by the city, all water pipes and pipe sew- 
ers shall be deflected from the position in which 
they are found, and shall be placed in brick con- 
duits especially constructed for that purpose, 
and shall be carried entirely around the subways 
on either side thereof, beneath the railway em- 
bankments. And ali brick sewers and electrical 
conduits belonging to the city shall likewise be 
carried around the subways on either side there- 
of, and beneath said railway embankments as 
aforesaid. ‘ 

All streets and avenues intersecting the tracks 
to be elevated shall be crossed on suitable 
bridge superstructures, fabricated in iron or 
steel, supported on abutments which shail form 
the parallel walls of the subways, and with or 
without intermediate supports composed of iron 
or steel columns loc in the curb lines in the 
subways, and parallel to and equi-distant from 
the face of the abutments. : 

The floor systems of all of the bridge superstruct- 
ures shall likewise be fabricated in iron an 
steel, and shall be of the character technicaliy 
designated and known as “solid construction ' ; 
provided, however, that the railway companies 
may use an open floor system composed of tran- 
verse floor beams and track stringers. of iron or 
steel; in which -event, however, all such open 
floor systems shall be furnished with a suitable 
device, covering the entire under side of same, 
which shall intercept and carry off storm water 
or whatever else may fall from said elevated 
structures.

REDUCTION OF CITY EXPENSES. 


Controller Ackerman Makes an Instructive 
Com parative Statement. 

Controller Ackerman last night sent to the 
Council a comparative statement of the num- 
ber of men and the compensation paid them 
in all the city departments during the months 
of December, 1893, and January, 184, 
The totals are not widely different. The 
Controller says that during February a 
larger number of men were discharged from 
the service of the city, and the pay-rolis for 
that month will show a reduction both in 
number of men and compensation allowed, 
as it will include whatever reductions are de- 
cided upon by the appropriation bill. 

As a matter of comparison the amount of 
the January pay-rolls is entered in the state- 
ment at the same rates of compensation as 


were paid in December in order to show the- 


effect of January reductions alone. It shows, 
therefore, only so much of the reduction as 
resulted from the dismissal! of emiployés dur- 
ing the month. Twenty-five per cent of Jan- 
uary salaries were withheld pending the com- 
pletion of the appropriation bill, which con- 
templates a reduction of 10 per cent on all 
salaries, but not upon the wages of laborers 
retained. This reduction, it is estimated, 
will amount to $25,000.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS IN FORCE. 


One Hundred and Two Repealing Ordi- 
Z nances Staid. 

The Mayor took occasion last night again 
to rebuke those Alderman who insist on pre- 
senting repealing ordinances for special as- 
sessment improvement ordinances. He gaid: 


In the face of my request your honorable body 
passed no less than 102 repealing ordinances 
and, though it is done with the utmost reluct- 
ance, I deem it my duty to withhold my approval 
from all of said ordinances. My reasons for do- 
ing so are not merely those urged in my message 
of Feb. 19, but also the further one that it is im- 
possible for the executive head of the city to ex- 
ercise the duty of examiuing these numerous or- 
dinances within the few days between the time 
that they are submitted to him and the time at 
which he must exercise the duty of approval or 
disapproval. The general incorporation act con- 
templates that before an ordinance becomes 
operative it shall not only express the judgment 
of the requisite majority of the members of the 
City Council, but, also, the deliberate judgment 


‘of the Mayor. How can the Mayor, in the course 


of a few days, pass intelligent judgment upon 
102 ordinances{providing for the repealing of or- 
dinances involving improvements in various 
parts of the city, and involving questions which 
so seriously concern the welfare and material in- 
terests of ourcitizens? I recommend the passage 
of a stay order, a draft of which I herewith ong 
mit. :

Demurs to the Contesting Petition on Six- 
teen Technical Points. 

Mayor Hopkins, by his attorney, A.W.Green, 
filed a demurrer in the County Court yester- 
day to the petition contesting his election.

with costs to the petitioners. These are ali 
based on technicalities. Hesays the petitioners 
have not in their petition stated such a case as 
entities them to any discovery or relief against 
him in any of the matters contained in the pe. 

Special demurrers are made to all the 
allegations in the petition relating to the offi- 
cers allowing improper persons to vote on the 
grounds that the names of the persons so vot- 
ing were not given, nor any facts to show 
that the persons voting were not qualified 
voters.

MAYOR OOMPELS A STREET RAIL. 
ROAD TO DISGORGE. 


‘ 

North Chicago Electric Ordinance Amended 
at Vital Points=Must Give the City a 
Percentage of Its Gross Receipts—Or- 
namental Poles fram Which Are Lights 
Can Be Suspended Required=Five-Cent 
Fare to Graceland Avenue=Proposal to 
Suspend Free Water ‘List, 

Mayor Hopkins at last night’s meeting of 
the Council vetoed the North Chicago Electric 
railway company ordinance, the accompany- 
ing message embodying suggestions of amend- 
ments that would make the ordinance ac- 
ceptable. The veto was sustained, and then 
Ald. Sexton; who had charge of the ordinance, 
agreed to the Mayor’s amendments except 
one, and they were passed. The single-fare 
amendment was cut out and one offered by 
Ald. Sexton, making a single fare to Grace- 
land avenue only, was. substituted. The veto 


was as follows: 

I have the honor to return to you for amend- 
ment an ordinance passed by your honorable 
body at its last session authorizing the North 
Chicago Electric railway company to construct 
and operate street railroads in Lincoln avenue 
and Milwaukee aveaue. My objections to the 
ordinance as passed are the following: : 

1. I cannot consent to the erection of unsightly 
wooden poles to carry the electric overhead 
wires in any of the principal streets and avenues 
of the City of Chicago. With reference to its 
commercial importancé, its enterprise in every 
phase of business life, our city is acknowledged 
to be a metropolis in the highest and best sense 
of the term. But wit reference to our 
municipal institutions and the conduct of the mu- 
nicipal business. particularly as it alfects the out- 
ward appearance. of our streets and alleys, we 
are forced to admit that our city still exhibits a 
provincial character. It is high time that we 
should seize upon every opportunity to improve 
the exterior of our city, and t we should re- 
sist every attempt to still further mar and disfig- 
ure our public streets and avenues. While it 
may betrue that the trolley system requiring the 
suspensiun of electric wires from poles is still a 
necessary evil because of its cheapness, and the 
alleged great expense and uncertainty incident 
to the underground and sturage battery systems, 


vet it can be at least partially freed from one of 
its most objectionable features by substituting 


for two unsightly wooden poles at the curb line 
of the street one ornamental center pole of steel 
or iron from which the wires for both tracks are 
suspended. 

9. The are light is the street light par excel- 
lence. If we grant any company 4 permit to’ 
erect poles for the suspension of elecric wires 
that permit should be coupled with the condition 
that the city may use these very poles for the pur- 
ose of affixing thereto electric lamps for street 
fichting purposes. 

3. The ordinance as passed is not only indefi- 
nite with reference to the rail to be used in the 
construction of the road, but itin terms exempts 
this company from the operation of the general 
ordinance heretofore adopted prescribing the 
kind of rails to be used by street-car lines in the 
city. It is of importance to our citizens that the 
rail used upon our surface roads should be of 
such a kind as to make the tracks useful for 
other vehicles“&nd as safe as possible in turning 
into and out of the tracks. The tramroads in 
other cities of this continent and of Europe fur- 
nish proof conclusive that a street railroad need 
nat Renennaeyy be an impediment to ordinary 
traffic. 

I am advised that the City of Cincinnati has 
followed the example of Europoan cities in com- 
pelling the adoption by the railroad companies 
of a rail which answers all reasonable require- 
ments. We should inaugurate this reform in 
Chicago. 

4. The ordinance is silent as to the manner in 
which the electric return circuit is to be con- 
ducted... I must withhold my approval from an 
ordinance which does not, require the company 
to provide a metallic return circuit, it having 
been demonstrated time and time again that in 
the absence of such a metallic return circuit the 
electric current will seek its nearest conductor 
underground, which, in most cases, will be the 
water pipes laid by the city, and that such water 
pipes are within a very few years seriously dam- 
aged if not entirely destroyed by the operation of 
the current. 

5, The ordinance contains no provision as to 
the number of cars which the company is re- 

uired to operate upon its line. Franchises of 
this kind ought to be granted for the sole pur- 
pose of enabling the people to obtain proper 
transit facilities at short intervals during the 
daytime and at.reasonable intervals during the 
nighttime. I would therefore suggest that the 
ordinance be so amended as to require the com- 
pany to run at least one car every balf hour each 
way during the hours of 6 o'clock a. m. to 12 
o'clock p. m. and to run one night car per hour 
drawn by horses during the hours of 12 p. m. to 
6 o'clock a. m. ; 

City Must Be Remunerated. 


6. The only comfensation secured to the city 
by the ordinance before me consists in a license 
fee of $50 per annum for each car making a cer- 
tain number of trips. While it may be true that 
in the first few years this road will bring only a 
small return for the capital invested there can 
be no doubt that with the constant growth and 
development of the city and its suburbs the busi- 
ness of the road will soon become large and 
profitable. |i desire, therefore, to suggest that 
the compensation to the city shall increase with 
the prospective increase of the profits of the 
company, and [recommend the adoption of an 
amendment of the ordinance by which the city 
will be paid 1 percent upon the gross earnings 
of the company during the second five years of 
the term of the franchise, 2 per cent during the 
third five years. and 3 per cent upon the gross 
earnings of the company during the remainder of 
the term. 

7. This ordinance is sought by the North Chi- 
cago Electric railway company, and the claim 
is made that said company is entirely independ- 
ent of either of the companies now operating the 
North and West Side cable system. While I 
have no positive proof to the contrary, the pro- 
vision of this very ordinance requiring contracts 
to be entered into by this company with the 
cable companies before the franchise becomes 
effective, is sufficient evidence of the fact that 
the object songht to be accomplished is merely 
an extension of the cable systems by means of 
electric roads, and probably also of the North- 
western Elevated railroad, now admittedly under 
the control of the principal owner of the North 
Side cable company. Some things are conclusive- 
ly evident, even in the-absence of positive proof, 
and one of those things is the fact that large cor- 
porations like the North and West Chicago cable 
companies will not enter into agreements with 
the new company like those contemplated by this 
ordinance unless they practically control such 
new company. In considering the rights of the 
citizens in reference to this franchise 1 am there- 
fore justified in acting upon the presumption that 
this new’ company and the old cable companies 
are one. On the one hand this view ‘makes the 
ordinance appear to me in a more favorable light 
than it otherwise would, because the connection 
of the old companies with this new one furnishes 
a guarantee that the ordinance is sought in good 
faith; that the road contemplated by-it will be 
built and operated, and that the citizens will at 
no distant day obtain the mpid transit facilities 
which they are so eager to procure. On the 
other hand, |the certainty of the intimate con- 
nection between the new and old companies justi- 
fies mg in insisting upon the recognition of the 
principle of * one ride; one fare.”” It is no argu- 
ment that it will not pay to transport a passen- 
ger a distance of more than five or six miles for 
the sum of five cents. The average distance trav- 
eled by passengers for a compensation of five 
cents is the only proper criterion. Not only will 
the new company doa local business, which in 
itself will be eminently lucrative in the future, 
but, considering its business with that of the old 
companies asione, and considering that a major- 
ity of the passengers pay five cents for a ride of 
from a few blocks up to three miles only, the 
claim of insufficient compensation cannot be 
sustained. 

The true object of municipal legislation is the 
furtherance of the interests of the people and 
not the enrichment of private corporations at the 
expense of the people. Under our present sys- 
tem of government these corporations are neces- 
sary to procure for ourcitizens the transporta- 
tion facilities|\which are so urgently demanded, 
but in the granting of privileges enabling cor- 
porations to furnish these facilities the interests 
of the people must never be lost sight of. While 
Lam digposed to permit this company to exact a 
double fare for ashort time and until the ter- 
ritory traversed by it shall become more thickly 
settled I propose to insist upon the one-ride-one- 
fare principle by an amendment providing that 
at the expiration of five years from the granti 
of .#he franchise the paymént of 5 cents wil 
entitle every passenger to transportation from 
the termini of the roads to the heart of the city 
and vice versa. ; 

beg leave |to submita list of amendments, 
calculated to remove the objections hereinabove 
set forth; also some amendments relative to 
matters of minor importance, principally to the 
form of the orfipance. In case your honorable 
body should not deem it compatible with the 
performance af its public duty to adopt all of 
said amendments, this message is to be treated 
as notice that the ordinance in question does not 
meet with my| approval, and of the exercise of 
the veto power.vested in me by law.

To Sec. 7 there was added the following:

rate of five cents as the fare to be charged for 
any ride between either of the termini of the 
North Chicago Electric railway company and the 
down-town termini of the railway compahies re- 
spectively, with which the rai!way lines, hereby 
authorized are to be connected by virtue of the 
provisions of this ordinance; and provided fur- 
ther, that the rights and privileges granted by

City to Be Remunerated. 

At the end of Sec. 9 there was added: 

After the expiration of five years from the date 
of the passage of this ordinance the said North 
Chicago Electric railway company shall pay into 
the Treasury of the City of Chicago a percentage 
of its gross receipts from the operation of the 
roads hereby authorized, as additional compensa- 
tion for the benefits conferred by this ordinance 
upon this company, as follows: One per cent for 
a period of five years; 2 per cent for the follow- 
ing period of five years; and 3 per cent for the 
remaining five years of the term for which this 
franchise is granted. $ 

The 5-cent fare amendment was stricken 
out and. instead an amendment offered by 
Ald, Sexton providing for a singleare as far 
as Graceland avenue north and a single fare 
from Graceland avenue south to Madison 
street was substituted. The ordinance thus 
amended was passed by a vote of 52 to 8, 
those voting against it being Reddick, Tripp 
(Dem.), Kleinecke, Lutter (Dem.), Haussen, 
Conway, Mann, and O'Neill. : 


TO sUSPEND FREE WATER LIST. 


More Fees for Oil Inspector. ¢ 

The Council Committee on Fire and Water 
at a meeting yesterday afternoon agreed upon 
a measure, which was reported to the Council 
last night and deferred, under which the en- 
tire free water list in the city is to be abol- 
ished. No church, school (not under the im- 
mediate jurisdiction of the city), religious’ or- 
ganization, hospital, mission, or any charita- 
ble or religious organization or institution is 
to be hereafter exempted from the payment 
of water rates if the Council concurs in. the 
recommendation of the committee, which is 
doubtful. The committee’s action was hast 
ened by the fact that an exemption list long 
enough to fill seven or eight columns of a 
newspaper was seut in by the Superintendent 
of the Water Office.

Committees Recommend Ordinances — No 


DEPICTS THE MURDER 


PROSEOUTOR BOTTUM OONTINUES 
HIS ADDRESS TO THE JURY. 


Vivid Picture of the Scene in the Carlson 
Cottage=How Dr. Cronin Was Taken 
ata Disadvantage and Beaten Down by 
the Assassins — Visible Effect on the 
Jurors=Argument Over the Weight of 
Evidence Before the Coroner=Speech 
Continued Today. 

With a vivid reatism that held 600 auditors 
still and attentive® Mr. Bottum yesterday de- 
scribed the murder of Dr. Cronin. Mr. Bot- 
tum’s voice and command of language ap- 
pear to be alike unfailing, and his speech has 
drawn an unwieldy crowd. 


¥ During the day the prosecutor devoted much 


of his time to the Carlson cottage. Careful- 
ly, quietly—often with dramatic force—the 
web of circumstance was laid before tle jury. 
Mr. Bottum will end his speech by Wednes- 
day if hisstrength holds. At the close of his 
speech yesterday he was in a state of collapse 
from his own emotions and the heat of the 


court-room., 

Mr. Bottum had promised to tell the Cough- 
lin jurors how Dr. Cronin was killed. Yes- 
terday he did it in powerful words. He said: 

Let me picture to you that scene and I will 
show you that the siayers .of Dr. Cronin were 
dastards. The unsuspecting physician enters 
the front room from the hall. Behind the door is 
secreted one of the assassins. Dr. Cronin pauses 
and takes off his hat in respect to the dwelling 
which he supposes is the abode of pain—not mur- 
der. That pause is fatal. It gives the murderer 
his opportunity. He breaks forth from his hiding 
place and rushing at the physician strikes him 
a terrible blow on the ck of the head. 
Dr. Cronin, stunned and reeling, falls headlong 
to the floor. His bright life blood spurts from 
the wound in a stream, staining and soaking the 
carpet on which he lies. But heis a strong man, 
and, staggering to his feet, he seizes a chair and 
swings it to beat off his murderers, the blood 
still rushing from that awful wound and cover- 
ing the white wall behind him.’ Then the das- 
tards surround the brave man. They fear -to 
strike him from in front, but, getting behind 
him, taay deal blow after blow upon his defense- 
less head. Dr. Cronin falls again, deluged in 
blood. Noteven the indignify of murder satis- 
fies those fiends, and as he lies writhing there 1n- 
sult is added by one who drives his heavy heel 
into the doctor’s cheek, where appears that cruel 
wound. 

The appearance of that room speaks eloquently 
of a terrible struggle, but Dr. Cronin fought at 
a disadvantage. That splendid man would never 
have died thus had not the first blow stunned 
him. I do not give you this picture to stir your 
hate or rage, but ifit was truly given the very 
Stones in the streets would rise up in rage to 
strike down those cruel murderers. Remember, 
gentlemen, the murder of Dr. “ronin is un- 
avenged; the law has not been vindicated. It 
we eee be vindicated until you shall render your 
verdict. 


On Discrepancies in Testimony. 


An important argument was made over the 
weight of evidence as given before the Cor- 
oner’s jury and in the trial respectively. The 
defense has made a great fight on discrep- 
ancies in these two classes of testimony, 
claiming that all changes made since the in- 
quest were made to remedy disagreements 
with the theory of the State. Mr. Bottum re- 
minded the jurors that the Coroner’s inquest 
took only eight days, while the present trial 
had occupied more than fotr months. More. 
over, the purpose of the inquest was only 

o ascertain the cause of death and to hold, if 
possible, certain persons responsible. It was 
impossible, the,attorney said, to make a thor- 
ough ina ar tate or bring outevery detail 
of evidence before the Coroner’s jury. Con- 
cerning Martin Burke the attorney said he 
did not truvel over the land unless under pe- 
culiar circumstances and he did not leave the 
United States withouta good reason. The 
jury was told that Burke left Chicago not be- 
cause he was watched but because he was 
hounded by the horrors of his conscience. 
Then Mr. Bottum continued: . 

Now, take the contract of Patrick O'Sullivan. 
I will not say one word against the character of 
the man. without doubt a man of honor, but one 
who had lost sight of hissacred duties of citi- 
zenship. Can you believe that contract was made 
honestly? I tell you, gentlemen, the only reason- 
able, the only credible theory the defense has put 
forward is that Daniel Coughlin was, at certain 
times, not where the State says he was. You can- 
not believe that Dr. Cronin was carried away to 
his death by a jealous husband, and where is the 

roof that one-half the Irishmen in Chicago are 

ounding the other half to death? You know 
this is not true, here or in any other city. 
Matter of O’Sullivan’s Guilt. 

In discussing O’Sullivan’s contract Mr. 
Bottum said: 

It was made in the middle of April. O'Sullivan 
said to the doctor: “I will send rd.” Two 


a card. 
weeks later he went into a printing house and 
ordered some cards. A few days later one of 
those cards was the messenger of death. Isn't it 
remarkable that accompanyi that card came 
the very words O'Sullivan u: in Dr. Cronin’s 
office? Weigh it carefully, 1 say. Don’t think I 
_am asking you to convict this man against the 
belief in your own hearts. I am only here to help 
you understand, if I can, the nature of the proof 
in this case. AndI charge you to think well 
upon e motive which prompted 
Patrick O’Sullivan to make that 
contract. That little card looks innocent 
enough. It is about as innocent as anything that 
ever came out of a conspirator’s hand. "If you 
can explain how O'Sullivan made his contract, 
ordered these cards,.and placed one in Dr. 
Cronin’s hands, the one which lured him to his 
assassination ; if you can explain all this accord- 
ing to the theory of his innocence, do so. I never 
could. If this dastardly scheme had succeeded 

ou never would have heard of the contract, for 
Dr. Cronin would have carried with him as he 
rushed out into the night the only trace of 
fatal summons. 

This man O'Sullivan is the one who said of Dr. 
Cronin, “Such men get their deserts. They say 
he wasa British spy.” If thers was a word of 
truth, gentlemen, in the charge that Dr. Cronin 
was the Benedict Arnold of the Irish cause, a 
second Le Caron, 1 do_ know that, in my senti- 
mental moments, I would ask you to vindicate 
his death. But itis false, as false as hell, and 
the world knows it. When this trial shall have 

assed into a memory and record merely, in the 
judgment of men two things, this little card and 
“They say he was a British spy,’’ will brand 
Patrick O'Sullivan as the slayer of Dr. Cronin.

RULE GOES INTO EFFECT APRIL 1. 


Union Managers Name That Date for Ia- 
augurating New Commissions. 

April 1 is named by the Union managers 
for inaugurating the new 15 and 25 per cent 
commission rule in Chicago,- Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, Louié¥ille, and St. Louis. In Chi- 
cago it is generally predicted that for the 
time being, at least, the operation of the new 
commission will move ‘along smoothly. and 
satisfactorily. Of course, a local agent can 
be found now and then who remembers that 
the inauagers a similar rute last year. 
When the date for its taking effect, Jan. 1, 
arrived some of the managers disregarded the 
agreement and failed to send notices to their 
agents. This time, however, the same man- 
agers say itisa go. The reason they think 
they will be more successful is the fact that at 
the St. Louis meeting the resolution adopted 
with reference to commissions was 
with but one dissenting vote. They feel 
that such unanimity augurs the carry- 
ing out of the regulation. Before the 
new rule goes into effect a committee of the 
managers will define what they, termed at 
St. Louis the “ congested ”’ portions of the 
cities. The Chairman of this committee is 
Eugene Cary of Chicago, R. J. Smith of 
Chicago is another member, while Cincinnati 
and St. Louis have three other members. Mr. 
Cary. said yesterday he could not forecast 
the probable action of the committee with 
refererce to Chicago. The work. however, is 
to be done before April 1. The present busi- 
ness district is included in territory 
bounded by Michigan, Haisted, Twelfth 
streets, and the lake. Special hazards will 
also be dealt with.

BIG DEFICIT OF THE LANCASHIRE, 


Fire Losses of the English Company Ex- 
ceed the Iacome by $900,000. | 

Advices from New York yesterday indicate 
a heavy fire loss drain on one of the large 
English companies. The meeting last year of 
the stockholders of the Lancashire of Man- 
chester, Eng., was one of the most exciting 
ever known in the history of that company, 
and in view of the balance sheet just issued 
some lively times are expected this year when 
the stockholders convene March 9. The di- 
rectors recommend that the dividend again be 
pa . Owing to the severe strain of 1893 
the net loss oa the fire business amounted to 
£176,452, or approximately $900,000. 
George Stewart, who resigned the general- 
managership last year and accepted a seat on 
the Board of Directors, has now wholly re- 
signed because of impaired health, and it is 
not improbable that the rumors current in 
1892 of the absorption of the Lancashire by 
the Palatine may be more effectively revived. 
The loss of the Lancashire last year is almost 
wholly on American: business, the United 
States expenditures having exceeded the 
premium income $829,523. ~ 


WILL GET AFTER THE BROKERS. 


General and Local Agents Thihk Their 
Commissions Should Be Reduced. 

Talk on the street yesterday drifted largely 
toward the subject of reducing the commis. 
sion of brokers. That is a delicate matter 
for the agents to handle, inasmuch as some 
of them receive their business almost ex- 
clusively from brokers and, if it were known 
that they were agitatinga reduction in the 
brokers’ commisions, they fear a voycott of 
serious cunsequences to them would follow. 
While no agent was willing to be quoted, few 
were unwillmg to say that in justice to ail the 
brokers’ commissions should reduced. 
The brokers themselves are growing un- 
easy. As the agents say, if they must 
suffer a cut. the broker should too. One man 
on the street put it this way: “ We receive 
15 per cent commission when we underwrite 
the business in the down-towa district and on 
special hazards. When the business comes to 
us froma broker we pay him 10 per cent 
zommission and have left but‘*5. Similarly 
we areallowed 25 per cent commission on 
preferred risks. Whena broker brings one 
to us we nave to pay him 20 per cent, leaving 
us again but 5. Nowit costs nearly 5 per 
cent for office expenses, clerk hire, etc, * ke 
the interest of economy and business 
methods the broker should be reduced as we 
are, and I think that 73¢ per cent.and 15 per 
oe would be about the right figures for the 

roker. 


Resurvey for the New Schedule.

system be $148,000, the total expenses 
of serving this entire great metropolis would be 
but $260,000, or a. quarter of a million for 
1,500,000 people, or only 18 cents per capita for 
our entire population. As the profit in the fifty- 
seven independent offices is $100,000 per annum 
this amount should really be subtracted from the 
$260,000 re uired to perfect this service, so that 
the actual additional expense to be incurred by 
the government is but $100,000. 


Not Even London Excepted. 


These are the figures. This is our general wish. 
A mere presentation of figures alone cannot do 
justice to Chicago's needs and to the present in- 
adequate condition of postal facilities. The 
greatest concentration of the railway mail servy- 
ice of the country is in Chicago, and its impor- 
tance asa receiving and distributi point is 
greatly out of proportion to its postal-revenues 
or the number of al patrons. You must also 
bear in mind that the topographigal conditions in 
Chicago are different from any other city. We 
cover 187 Square. miles of territory. We have 900 
miles of paved streets and 2,000 miles of un- 
paved streets, so that in many portions of Chica- 
go during certain times of the year it is simply 
impossible for the carriers to get about except at 
a great disadvantage and they cannot be expect- 
ed to make schedule time. No city in the coun- 


gtry has so many high buildings in which there are 


so many offices. 1 make bold in saying that in 
the territory of Chicago bounded by the river and 
Twelfth street. the river and the my there is 
more business done, more lettersdelivered, more 
second-class matter sent from this district, which 
is a mile and a quarter in length and three-quar- 
ters of a mile in width, than -any city in the 
world, not even Lopdon excepted. - It is in this 
district that are our great sky-scrapers, twelve 
and sixteen stories high, which require the con- 
tinuous service of from ore to three carriers. 
The kery Building, for instance, which is 
180x180 feet square and is less than 300 feet dis- 
tant from this spot, requires the services of three 
carriers with six deliveries a day. In this build- 
ing alone there are 4,000 persons, and this is but 
one of many. 


Anxious for Comparisons. 


In comparing Chicago with other cities—and 
we are anxious to have comparisons madb, be- 
cause we think we can show that under all condi- 
tions we are bei most unjustly discriminated 
against—one must take into consideration the 
population, the area covered by the free delivery 
system, the cost per capita, the percentage of ex- 

nse to recepts, as well as the amount of matter 

andled, the character of business done, the con- 
ditions of the territory traveled by the carriers, 
the kind of matter sent through the mail, the 
great preponderance of second-class matter, the 
immense jobbing trade, our large and important 
financial interests, the large number of modern 
sky-scrapers, thé heterngeneous composition of 
our population, 
of our people, -the restless spirit of our 
thriving metropolis. which nécessitate a con- 
stant changing of address, amounting to over 60,- 
000 in one year, the shifting of the residence and 
business centers, all must be taken into account 
when talking of Chicago’s needs and wants. Chi- 
cago has truly been caileti a city of magnificent 
distances, and when one.considers that there are 
900 miles of paved streets, more than there are 
in Philadelphia, more than twice as many as in 
New York, twice as many as Brooklyn, and twice 
as many as Boston, to say nothing of the 2,000 
miles of unpaved streets upon which reside not 
less than 300,000 people, you can readily imagine 
the many disadvantages under which Chicago 
labors and how we must always suffer by com- 
parison. 


Holds Good in Every Other City. 


It is not fair, for instance, to compare Chicago, 
with its 900 miles of paved streets and having 
941 carriers, with Boston, that has 434 miles of 

ved streets and 524 ‘carriers; because in the 
rst place the business of Chicago isso much 
larger in pro i 
case, for the larger a city in population the larg- 
er in proportion its business, and consequently 
the greater are its needs for more carriers. But, 
in addition thereto, there is the further fact 
there are miles and miles of unpaved streets in 
Chicago that are thickly settled and where the 
carriers can make but very poor time, while in 
Boston there aré but very few of such streets. 
This disproportion in the number of carriers that 
Chicago has in comparison with Boston will 
hold good in every other city in the country. 
Let me cite just one instance, and this occurs 
often. how we are hampered because of the fact 
that the number of carriers is so small. 

During the period of a political campaign, and 
in Chicago we have several and most exciting 
elections annually, the Postoffice is simply flood- 
ed a few days beforethe election with political 
literature of évery kind. amounting 3t times to 
1,000,000 extra pieces within twenty-four hours. 

It stands to reason that it is not a physical pos- 
sibility for the force to handle that matter within

the proper time and live up to the eight-hour 
law. What is the result? Ballots sent to voters 
to be used on a certain day, political appeals 
asking them to register at a certain hour, are not 
delivered in time and the voter loses the privilege 
of giving utterance to his political sentiments. 


Charges and Counter (Charges. 


This always happens and always will happen 
ina great city hike Chicago, and the party in 

wer, be it Democratic or Republican, is blamed 

the other party for non-delivery of mail. 
Charges and counter charges ag made by their 
respective committees, partisan newspapers take 
up the cause of those who suffer, and the great 
Government of the United States, for the party 
in power at that time, is openly, and I say honest- 
ly, charged in not giving ite citizens the right of 
receiving their mail within such a time that they 
might have the nh gf expressing their 
opinions at the polls upon the eatin, *2 ques- 
tions before the people. ' 

This is wrong, radically wrong, and in our 
country, with our much boasted spirit of progress 
and our desire ts surpassevery other nation in 
serving the people directly in every respect, such 
a condition of things is simply a disgrace. In no 
other country of the world would it be allowed, 
no other government would be so utterly regard- 


- Jess not only of the wishes but of the sacred 


ivileges guaranteed to the people themselves. 
i ; aes cities of New York and Chicago, from 
which originates 37 percent of all the second- 
¢lass matter, ought certainly to be most liberally 
considered by the Postoffice Department. The 
cost of handling second-class matter is so much 
in excess of the postages received, and I believe 
it is generally conceded that second-class matter 
costs about six cents per pound to handle, the 
expense being six times the receipt, that it ap- 
pears self-evident that the office handling the 
reater percentages is entitled to the greater al- 
owance, not only for clerk hire but for the free 


delivery. 
Dothe Business of the Country. 


These are the cities that represent the great 
financial and manufacturing interests of the 
country, cities that practically do the business 
of the country, that are the great distributing 
centers from which radiate in all directions the 
railroads, reaching almost every point of the 
continent. They ought to be cunsidered differ- 
entay. They are of far more than mere local im- 
portance. Is there any part of our government

importance, its commercial significance, its vast 
financial interests, its marvelous growth, its ex- 
tensive territory, its thrift, its enterprise, and its 
indomitable “ goaheadativeness’”’ have not only 
never been appreciated, but have never been 
recognized. There has unfortunately been an 
impression abroad, and that too ante general, 
at Chicago was simply a “windy city,” but, 
gentlemen, we are here and we are here to stay, 
and Iam here forthe purpose of impressing 
upon you most earnestly and urging upon you 
this city and 
to convince you that its perpetuity is established, 
its business reputation second to none, its solid- 
ity equal to any, and that the demands I make 
are just and warranted by facts and figures. 


Will Produce the Results, 


With its usual enterprise Chicago feels that if 
proper facilities were offered it in the .manage- 
ment of its postal affairs that that department 
could keep pace with the other great public in- 
terests of Chicago, and that its service to its citi- 
zens would be like the absolutely perfect service 
of its fire department, which is recognized as 
equaled by none in the world. To this I individ- 
ually, asthe Postmaster of this wonderful city, 
give you my pledge, and all I ask is to have the 
means wherewith, and 1 will produce the ne-zes- 
sary results. 

That you may fully appreciate the significance 
of my statement in regard to the comparisons of 
Chicago with other cities, let me call your atten- 
tion to a few facts. During the year ending June 
80, 18938, of the ten largest cities Chicago had 
the largest increase of percent of the gross re- 
ceipts—viz.: a little more than 18 per cent, while 
the next largest was St. Louis, which was but 10 
per cent, and New York with 8 per cent. 

‘he percentage of expense to gross receipts in 
Chicago for the Same period was only 35 percent, 
while in NewW¥ork it was 36 per cent, in Boston 
41, and in Brooklyn even 69 percent. The cost 
per capita of the free delivery service in Chicago 
was $1.11, spilassiphie $1.13, New York $1.38, 
and in Boston, which is one of the most thickly 
settled and best paved cities in the country, $2.34. 


Receipts for 1893. 


The total receipts of Chicago during the year 
1893, including the fifty-seven independent post- 
offices, were $4,863,000, and the expenses $1,- 
800,000, thus leaving a net revenue of $3,063,000 ; 
or about 37 per cent of the total receipts ‘were 
consumed in expenses, leaving 63 per cent as 
showi the profits in this office—a por cent 
which, I do not think, has been equaled any- 
where. 

All we ask is justice. and in order to show you 
how in comparison to other cities in the amount 
of appropriation Chicago is discriminated 
against let me call your attention to a compari- 
son with five other cities—viz.: If the per centum 
ofexpense to receipts were the same in Chicago 
a8 in New York, which is 1 per cent more than 
Chicago, we would be entitled to $46,000 more; 
in comparison with Boston, whose per centum of 
expense to receipts is 6 per cent greater than 
ours, we would be entitled to $280,000 more; in 
comparison with San Francisco, whose per cent- 
um of expense to receipts is 13 per cent larger 
than ours, we would be entitled to $607,000 
more;in comparison with Philadelphia, whose 
percentum of expense to receipts is 14 per cent 
more than ours, we would be entitled to $654,- 
G00 more’ and in comparison with Brooklyn, 
whose per centumof expense to receipts is 34 
per cent larger than ours, we would be entitled 
to $1,588,000 more, a sum nearly equal to the 
entire appropriation for Chicago last year, which 
was a littie jess than $1,700,000. 

Your especial attention is also directed toa 
comparison of Chicago's area, its miles of streets, 
the number of carriers, and population. Chica- 
go, with 187 square miles, has 2,900 miles of 
streets, a population of a million and a half, and 
941 carriers. New York, with 39 square miles, 
has only 600 miles of streets,a population of 
1,900,000, and 1,225 carriers. Philade)phia,

with its 129 square miles, has 1,300 miles of 
streets, a population of 1,200,000, and 782 car- 
riers, Boston, with its 37 square miles, has 583 
miles of streets,a population of 450,000, and 
524 carriers. Brooklyn, with its twenty-nine 
square miles, has 609 miles of streets, a popula- 
tion of 1,000,000, and 482 carriers. 


Discriminations Against Chicago. 


While there are many discriminations against 
Chicago, or at least many items that, when con- 
sidered i. their relation with the service gener- 
ally, appear to us exceedingly unjust, none ap- 
pears to me to be more so ‘than a comparison of 
what is known as the messenger service in New 
York and Chicago. While New York has but 
forty square-miles, and is most advantageously 
situated as far as the locations of the depots are 
concerned, as well as owing to the parallelogram 
formof Manhattan Island, and the depots of 
Chicago most unfortunately situated in their re- 
lation to the general office and the district cov- 
ered by the free delivery system—containing not 
only sixty-three square miles, but radiating out 
from the general office in every direction—yet 
the appropriation for the messenger service 
in New York is $196,000 and in Chicago but $48,- 
000. Nowitisa matter of fact, that excepting 
the European mails in New York, the amount of 
mail transported in Chicago is greater than that 
transported ia New York, and yet the service in 
this city costs but one-quarter of what it costs in 
New York. These amounts are paid out of whatis 
called the contract service and are not charged 
up to the expense of the office, and consequently 
do not figure in the table of per centum dof ex- 
penses to receipts. Did they so figure, the per- 
centage of expense to receipts would, of course, 
be just that much larger, and consequently the 
comparison between the two cities, would be so 
much more to the disadvantage of New York 
and to the great advantage of Chicag>. No 
wonder that mails can be properly dispatched in 
New York when, as [I am _ told, thirty- 
four ° messengers, paid out of this  con- 
tract service appro riation, are con- 
stautly employed in earrying mails on the 
elevated roads and cable cars, going and coming 
all day, to and from the postoffice. Is it any 
wonder that with the rapid dispatch of the ele- 
vated roads thirty-four men working eight hours 
a day and all going in one direction (for you 
must go lohgitudinally in New York and not 
latitudinally) can.in that period of time bring 
hundreds of soe of mail matter into the 
postofiice? ecoliect in this connection that 
these messengers, whom we would here call col- 
lectors and have charged up to us to.the free de- 
livery account, arethere doing work that in this 
city wouid take the entire time of at.least fifty 
collectors and would stand charged on our books 
at $1,000 per annum each, or $50,000 for the 
entire number. Is there any reason why Chicago 
should not have at least in proportion to its pop- 
ulation, to say nothing of the amount of mail 
matter handled or of square miles covered, the 
same appropriation for the same service? 


Makes a Recommendation. 


The objection may be urged upon the part of 
some that the abolition of the fifty-seven inde. 
pendent postoffices would meet the opposition of 
many persons who, owing to the fact that they 
live near the postoffice, would be very much in- 
convenienced when they wanted to buy a stamp, 
amoney order, or send a registeréd package.

This objection does not hold good for the reason 
that although fifty-seven postoffices are to be 
abolished, my recommendation is that thirty sta- 
tions, sub-stations, and postal agencies be estab- 
lished at such piaces as would accommodate the 
largest number, so t,asa matter of fact, no. 
body would be seriously inconvenienced, for that 
would really mean but the aboiition of every 
other.station, as fifty-seven are abolished and 
thirty new ones established. 

One thing must be particularly borne in mind 
‘in regard to Chicago—that is, not its present but 
its future. We must look into the distant future. 


* This is such a marvelous city, its growth so phe- 


nomenal, that unless the future is fully taken into 
account it 15 but a very short time when what ap- 
pears atthe time being to sufficient proves 
utterly inadequate. Itis perfectly safe to say 
that-Chicago’s growth will continue. There can 
be no question about the increase of its impor- 
tance as a distributing postal center and as acity 
of constantly increasing financial and business 
interests.

your San ‘Adjourn for Lunch. 


When the Postmaster had finished the com- 
mission visited the mailing and distributing 
departments and then adjourned for lunch. 
The members did little in the afternoon ex- 
cept to examine maps of the city showing the 
locations of the postal stations and the inde- 
pendent postoffices. Mr. Machen was shown 
what was to his colaborers an old story—the 
present system of delivery and the means of 


‘communication between the different sec- 


tions of the city. This morning the commis- 
sion will meet in Room 68 and continue its 
work, 

Mr. Machen said the commission has noth- 
ing to do with the question of a new building 
for the Postoffice. ***That matter,’* he contin- 
ued, “is in the hands of Congress, and we 
have to deal only with the postal facilities of 
the city and how they can be bettered. I 
have no idea how long it will take us to finish 
our work, but we shall be in session every 
day, except when we are visiting outlying sta- 
tions.”’ 

Next Sunday at 3 p. m. the commission 
will inspect the carriers and collectors, who 
will assemble in full unifotm on Quincy 
street between Dearborn and State. One 
thousand one hundred men will be in line, 
and, headed by the Postoffice Band, they will 
march around the Postoffice and disband at 
Jackson and State streets. 


THEY DEMAND A DEAD MAN’S PROPERTY 


Relatives Say Capt. Schuettler and Others 
Have Kept Valuable Notes, 

Thomas Mackin, an aged bachelor, died in 
a little room in a house on Lincoln avenue 
Noy, 21, 1891. He was apparently -friend- 
less, and his remains were turned over to the 
police. Capt. Schuettler examined his effects 
and found that he had relatives at Mauston, 
Wis, A message brought Philip Coleman, a 
nephew, here to carry out the funeral ar- 
rangements. 

The property left by Mackin was afterwards 
turned over to the public administrator, 
Henry A. Foster,. by Capt. Schuettler and 
Justice V. S. Boggs of Lake View in the pres- 
ence of Mr. Coleman andothers; This, by the 
records of the Probate Court, consisted of 
$2,207 in eash. Yesterday afternoon Mrs.Mary 
Coleman, wife of the nephew, filed a petition 
in the Probate Court for .a citation to issue 
bringing Capt. Schuettler, Justice Boggs, 
and Henry A. Foster into court. She charges 
that among the effects left by Mr. Mackin 
were five notes for $1,780 and a receipt for 
$20, which have not been accounted for. In 
her petition she says that when her husband 
came to Chicago he found that the 
estate included $2,207 in cash with 
** certain promissory notes.”’ Mrs. 
Coleman in her petition refers 
to the inventory of the estate filed by ex- 
Public Administrator Foster. This showed 


that Mr. Mackin left $207 in cash, which was 


temporarily taken charge of by the Lake 
View police, and a sum of $2,000 in a box in 
the Fidelity Safe Deposit vaults. Subsequent- 
ly Mr. Foster resigned in favor of the present 
administrater, Frank T. Kinnare, and turned 
over to the latter $1,801, with an account of 
expenditures of $396. This is on file and the 
$1,801 is ready to be paid out on the order 
of court. 

Capt. Schuettler and Justice Boggs assert 
that they never handled any ofthe missing 
papers and that all of the property which 
Mackin left was turned over to Mr. Foster, 
who was at the time the Public Adminis- 
trator. Capt. Schuettler said that if any 
papers were missing they were in the hands of 
Mr. Foster and he alone was responsible. 

‘**ITsaw Mr. Foster only a few minutes 
ago,’’ said the Captain, *‘and he told me he 
had all the papers in his possession. My con- 
with the estate was only in 
the capacity of a police officer. 
Thomas Mackin lived in a small room above 
a shoe store on Lincoln avenue, One morn- 
ing it was reported to me at the station ‘hat 
he was found dead in hisroom, I imme- 
diately went over to his room. and took 
Peter Buschwah, a notary, with me. We 
found $190 in cash and a lotof papers. These 
papers and money we took over to Justice 
Boggs, who looked them over and put them in 
a cigar-box and sealed them. Froin ‘the 
papers found I obtained the address of his 
relative, Coleman, and telegraphed him to 
come to Chicago. He came and with a num- 
ber of witnesses made an examination of the 
effects. That property was turned over to 
Mr. Foster. We also found a set of keys to a 
box in the Fidelity Safety Deposit Vaults, 
and Coleman, Foster, Boggs. two officers of 
the Safety Deposit company,’ and myself 
looked over the papers. 

‘*In the vault we found $2,000 and a num- 
ber of notes, some of which were dated back 
in 1871. Mr. Foster took possession of the 
property. I had nothing todo withit and 
did not even touch any article which was 
found. As the Public Administrator had 
charge of the effects I don’t see how I can in 
any way be held responsible.” 

Justice Boggs made a statement which 
bears out the one made by Capt. Schuettler. 
He declared that he acted only asa citizen 
and not in any official capacity. He never 
had charge of the notesand says that Mr. 
Foster is the man to look to. : 

Henry A. Foster, whois assistant to Judge 
Kohlsaat, said all the papers left by Mr. 
Mackin consisted of receipts and worthless 
papers, which he has in his possession and 
which he is prepared to introduce in court. 


RECEIVES HIS CONSULAR AUTHORITY. 


How Mr. Gormully Made the Acquaintance 
of Venezuelan Statesmen. 


R. Phillip Gormully has received papers 
from President Alvarez of the United States 
of Venezuela confirming his appointment as 
honorary Consul to represent that government 
in Chicago. r. Gormully at present is. out 
of the city. 

Connected with Mr. Gormully’sappointment 
there is adiplomatic romance. Two year azo 
R. Hayes-Sadler was the British Consul in OChi- 
cago. He became acquainted with Mrs. Gor- 
mully’s sister and their engagement was an- 
nounced subsequently. Mr. Hayes-Sadler 
later was transferred by hig govern- 
ment to the City of ota, in Ven- 
ezuela and Mr. and rs.

BREAKING THE INTER-STATE LAW. 

From recent correspondence between cer- 
tain railroad officials it appears that about 
three months ago an agreement was entered 
into between the managers of several Western 
railroads in which it was stated that *‘ the 
practiée of issuing free passes or free trans- 
portation to shippers to influence freight 
business is productive , of unjust discrimina- 
tion and violation of *the traffic agreement.” 
It is admitted that this contract has been 
broken by several of thé lines in issuing free 
passes, and it is alsoadmitted that in so doing 
some of the officials have violated the inter- 
State commerce law, which forbids discrim- 
inations in favor of persons who patronize the 
lines. One company has given notice that it 
recedes from the agreement to-~ restrict {he 
issue of free transportation, and does bo for 
the agsigned reason that the agreement is 
being willfully violated by several of the 
roads which were parties to it. The result of 
this is said to be thatthe agreement is de. 
clared atan end and the obligations of all 
those who joined in it are terminated. . So far 


and other encroachments. 


the lines is considered by its managers to be 
free to do as it will in breaking the law, and 
that at least some of them are prepared to 
issue passes as freely as if there were not in 
existence any law forbidding the practice. 

“Things have come to a pretty pass ”’ in 
railroad management. The people who are 
recipients of the ** favors ’’ mentioned cannot 
be expected to testify in regard to it, and ac- 
cording to a recent decision the officials who 
break the law cannot be forced to give testi- 
mony in the matter, since to do so might in- 
criminate thémselves. Both classes of offen- 
ders are able to plead immunity, and the 
corporations which are sinned for by their 
servants are not held responsible. The rail- 
roads in whose alleged interest these 
breaches of the law are committed cannot be 
‘made defendants under present arrangements, 
and so their stockhoiders and general officers 
can afford to smile serenely while their under- 
lings uttegly disregard the law except when it 
suite theif own convenience to cite it as an 
imaginary terfor to other offenders. ‘ 

This and other instances which every now 
and then crop out incidentally as features of 
current railroad management tend to prove 
that a fundamental error was committed in 
placing thé responsibility for breaking the law 
upon officials instead of upon the transporta- 
tion companies for which they act. Either 
the corporation profits by the violation of the 
law or those of its servants who break it are 
guilty of a steal in addition to the offense, 
which, it seems, the prosecuting attorneys are 
powerless to prove. In the first case the 
corporation is the only party that should be 
punished ; in the second, it ought to be vitally 
interested in having the steal stopped, which 
it would be if made amenable to the law, 
It then would hold out the penalty 
of dismissal for any official found 
guilty of the acts named and _ liability 
to criminal prosecution for unfaithfulness in 
office. This end could be secured by ena- 
bling anyeone to recover pecuniary damages 
on proving that he had been charged more 
than another for the game amount of service, 
thus practically establishing the great princi- 
ple aimed at in the passage of the inter-State 
commerce act that discrimination in favor of 
any one is an injustice to all the re#t, and that 
such injustice ought to be prevented by full 
force of law. Tue Trisune has insisted that 
it is idle to attempt to punish the servants of 
the transporiation companies and let the cor- 
porations themselves go free. The courts 
have sustained that position, and it now re- 
mains to rectify the error or abolish the law 
altogether, giving the public over to the ten- 
der mercies of the railroads to be fleeced as 
in days of yore, wher a. few men in each de- 
partment of business or section of country 
dominated all the rest by virtue of rebates, 
which rendered it impossible for others to 
compete with them. The people do not want 
the latter. Iience they should have the alter- 
native—namely: anamendment of the law 
so as to enable parties aggrieved t o collect 
from the companies and leave the latter to 
control the acts of their servants, as is the 
rule in other lines of business. 
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AN UNGRACIOUS QUEEN. 

Saturday last an event took place in En- 
gland which commanued the attention of the 

whole world and took precedence of. all 
the of thatday. On that day Mr. Glad- 
stone, after serving his country politically for 
sixty years, resigned his high office of Premier 
and intrusted the leadership of his party in 
the House of Commons to the hands of 
another, owing to the increasing infirmities of 
age, which have weakened him physically, 
though he still retains that astonishing mental 
activity which always has been characteristic 
of him. Whatever shall prove to be the out- 
come of his long stewardship it cannot be 
denied that he has labored with incessant 

activity for the interests of his country and 

that his name is today the most prominent in 

the long list of eminent living Englishmen. 

He has been and still remains the foremost 

figure of the Victorian century. 

Saturday last Mr. Giadstone placed his 
resignation in-the hands of his royal mistress.

The Queen of Great 
Britain has been accredited with the posses- 
sion of unusual polftical information and 
wisdom. . Of how little use they a¥e to her is 
demonstrated by the ungracious manner in 
which she “ graciously acvepted’’ Mr. Glad- 
stone’s resignation. The occasion was one 
which called for something more than the 
stilted; conventional phrase which, as the 
London Chronicle says, would cover ‘the 
retreat of the feeblest of his predecessors.”’ 
HOLDING BACK PENSION CLAIMS. 

It is quite true, as Congressman Black says, 
that the present Commissioner of Pensions 
fought at Gettysburg and displayed great gal- 
lantry there. And if facts and figures did not 
contradict it, it would be right to assume that 
the interests of his comrades would be looked 
after by him with great zeal. 

But the facts and figures given’ by Congress- 
man Grout of Vermont in his speech last week 
revealed a curious state of affairs. As against 
311,589 pension certificates issued by Raum 
sin twelve months stands the number of 33,- 
600 issued by Lochren in the last six months. 
It may: be said that Raum was too fast. : But 
so greata falling off indicates that Lochren 1s 
too slow. For the six months, June-Novem- 
ber of 1892, Raum rejected 48.380 claims 
and allowed 110,266. During the corr¢- 
sponding months of 1893 Lochren allowed 
35,755, but rejected 67,383. It may be 
claimed that Raum was too lax, but does not 
it appear that Lochren is too rigid? The 
total number of unconsidered claims in the 
Pension Office is 567.866. One would im- 
agine that a soldier of Gettysburg would lose 
no time in passing on those claims, so that 
those claimants who were entitled to pensions 
would get them without delay; that he would 
reject unjust claims unhesitatingly, but would 
act on just ones speedily. For these claimants 
are dying off at the rate of 17,500 a year, and 
those who are deserving should be pensioned 
before they die. 

Gen. Sickles was also at Gettysburg. He 
lost his leg there. Does any one believe that 
if he were Commissioner’ of Pensions the 
cases of applicants would be passed on as 
slowly as they are being passed on now? No- 
body does. Gen. Black served and was 
wounded during the war. He was Commis- 
sioner of Pensions during Mr. Cleveland’s 
first administration. If he approves of 
Lochren’s slow methods he condemns his 
own, for he passed on cases far more rapidly 
than the present incumbent does. If he were 
Commissioner now and had 567,000 cases 
before him would he deal with them as his 
successor is doing? 

It would be better for Gen. Black and other 
defenders of the present Commissioner to tell 
the facts. The Treasury is so short of money, 
owing mainly to the determination of the 

Democrats to put in force a new tariff policy, 
that it is hard for the Democrats who run the 
government to get the money wherewith to 
pay its debts. Prompt action on the pending 
pension claims would require increased dis- 
bursements. So forthe purpose of keeping 
down ‘expenses the ddministration has decided 
to go slow with pensions. That is the order 
under which the Commissioner of Pensions is 
acting. The soldier of Gettysburg may not 
approve of it, but the Democratic office- 
holder obeys it. 
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THE MARCH OF THE CRANKS. : 
Every now and then somebody gets the idea 
in his head of persuading people who think 
like him to march to Washington and bring 
to bear on Congress the assumed potent in- 
fluence of a grand popular demonstration. 
He wants to do on a grand scale what is often 
done on a smaller one in cities where crowds 
march or attempt to march to council cham- 
bers witu threatening banners and denuncia- 
tory transparencies. 

Mr. Watterson wanted to lead a_ hundred 
thousand men to Washington seventeen years 
ago so that Mr. Tilden might be inaugurated, 
but they did not go. Last summer, while the 
bill to stop the silver purchases was before 
Congress, it was proposed that the miners of 
the silver States be put on the cars and sent 


to the capital for the purpose of holding a. 


grand miass-meeting there and giving Senators 
and Representatives some valuable informa- 
tion. That fell through. And now comes 
Mr, J. S. Coxey of Massillon, O., who is try- 
ing to get up a procession to niarch to Wash- 
ington and enlighten Congress. He has se- 
lected as his chief assistant a man named 
Browne of California, who, was in this city 
last summer and whose buckskin clothes and 
foolish speeches made him conspicuous at the 
[Take-Front meetings of the “‘ unemployed.” 
_ Mr. Coxey wants paper money and lots of 
it. He wants it issued for the purpose of 
building good roads all over the United 
States, and erecting public buildings to bene- 
fit the country, and provide work for the idle. 
He loathes bonds because they bear interest. 
He can see no reason why a * bankrupt. peo- 


ple ’’ should borrow money and pay interest } 


on it when they can borrow without paying 
by the simple expedient of runving the print- 
ing presses and putting unlimited shinplasters 
in circulation. He assumes, of course, like 
other fiatists, that those shinplasters would be 
worth their face al ways. te 
In order to impress these interesting views 

on Congress he proposes to set out from Mas- 
sillon two weeks from next Sunday with all 
the kindred spirits who will join him and 
march 4o Wash.ngton, reaching there May 1, 

which is International Labor day. Just what 
is to be done when they get there has not been 
stated yet. It may be that Congress will not 
be overcome by the grandeur of the demon- 

stration or by the banner which reads, ‘* Peace 
ou earth, good will tomen, but death to inter- 
est on bonds.”’ In that case does the “‘ army 

of peace ’’ propose: to purge the Senate and 

House as the House of Commons was purged? 

The army is to be mounted, the members’ to 

furnish their own horses and blankets. This 

will make the journey somewhat easier, but 

Mr. Coxey does not understate its difficulties. 
He says: 

Now, hurry up; the time is short, and, although 

the roads will be horrible, remember the condi- 
tion of the soJ@iers under Washington in the 


land from an English tax on tea, and we, degen- 
erate sons of illustrious sires, have allowed En- 
glish bondholders to get us more tightly in their 
grasp than George III. had on our forefathers. 
Rouse up and demand Congress to issue paper 
money upon our own. security. If paper money 
could fight battles and kill men in 1861 it could 
build good roads and streets and public build- 
ing» and thus save men from starving to death in 
1894. Rouse, ye bondsmen, and protest against 
the yoke, at least. 

Such an appeal as this, so full of the spirit 
of "76, ought not to be ineffective, and word 
comes from points as distant as Kansas that 
there are people who are anxious to join the 
procession and march op the capital. 

The serious question, however, is that of 
supplies. The army of peace expects to live 
on the country—to be fed by the voluntary 
contributions of .the sympathizers on the 
route. An appeal has been made to them 
thus: 

Let every farmer and townsman along our line 
of march, when they come to our meetings, bring 
with them something thev can spare-—bread, but- 
ter, bacon, ham, fruit, grain and hay for our 
horses, etc., to put into our commissary wagons, 
and ‘they will not regret it. Let all who choose 
write their names on their contrihntions, and 
they will be published on the roll of honor to be 
issued hereafter. Our commidasary wagons will 
call at the stores in every town we pass through; 
have your contributions ready for us. The size 
of the procession will be measured by our com- 
missary stores, and if this experiment is a failure 
the failure will rest with the people and not 
with us, 


Contributors are assured that it will be “a 
sublime spectacle of a band of brothers who 
cannot go sending another band of brothers 
who can go.’ It may be, however, that 
now, when the times are hard, the farmers 
and villagers of Ohio, Pennsylvania, and 
Maryland would rather keep their supplies 
than lavish them on a lot of able-bodied -pil- 
grims. They will be likely to tell the mem- 
bers of the army of peace that they ought to 
go home and use their horses for the spring 
planting rather than to be idling away their 
time traveling to Washington. What with 
this difficulty, to say nothing of the absurdity 
of the scheme, the project will come to 
naught. If a few crack-brained people do set 
out from Massillon it will not be long before 
they will run out of subsistence, and then the 
members of the groups, communes, and can- 
tons into which the army is to be divided will 
have to sell their steeds to get bazk to their 
homes. 

A few may reach their goal, but the specta- 
cle in front of the Capitol of a handful of lone 
horsemen surrounding a dingy banner will 
excite the laughter rather than the fears of 
Congressmen. Good roads are most desir- 
able, but they must be built with something 
more substantial than shinplasters.. So it 
would be wiser for the fiatists from Kansas and 
elsewhere who are thinking of going on this 
pilgrimage to stay at home and raise crops. 

TEST ITS CONSTITUTIONALITY. 

The Executive committee of the Republican 
State Central committee will meet tomorrow. 
It is reported that it will direct that the con- 
stitutionality of the new legislative apportion- 
ment be tested. This ought to be done and 
at once. It should be done for political and 
for equitable reasons. The apportionment 
makes it easy for the Democrats to carry the 
Legislature and control the legislation of the 
State, when in a minority of twenty or thirty 
thousand votes in the State, thus defeating 
the will of the people. It also gives to the voters 
of one party a greater voting power than is 
given to the members of the other party, and 
it also gives to the much smaller number of 
voters in certain groups of counties much 
greater representation than is given to a 
much larger number of voters in other groups 
of counties, | 

While it is impossible to secure exact equal- 
ity, and no onedemands it, yet the divergences 
from equality perpetrated by the last Legis 
lature are so great and so neediess as to vio- 
late the plain provisions of the Constitution. 
Therefore the propristy of an appeal to the 
Supreme Court to see whether it will compel 
the Legislature to make a constitutional ap- 
portionment. If, being asked to act, it de- 
clines to do so, nothing will be lost. If it does 
act a great deal will be gained. For whileno 
one questions that Illinois is going to elect 
Republican State officers this fall yet it will 
not be so easy for the Republicans, in the face 
of holdover Democratic Senators, an unjust 
apportionment, and the frauds which the 
Democrats will commit in Chicago, to geta 
majority of the 204 members of the General 
Assembly. If they do not get that majority 
they will lose a Senator, and by so doing will 
add to the difficulties of securing a Republican 
majority in the Senate three years hence, The 
repeal of the Wilson bill and the return to the 
policy of protection, prosperity, and progress 
will be impossible if a Democratic Senate has 
a veto on the Republican House and Presi- 
dent to be elected in 1896. Nothing should 
be left undone to prevent tne loss of any more 
Republican seats in the Senate.

Lorp Rosesery's first ministry cannot last 
loag. The nominal majority of the Liberals 
in the House of Commons is thirty-eight. 
Through the backsliding of two of the Lon- 
don inembers, elected as Liberals, this has 
been reduced to thirty-four. f the nine Par. 
nellite,: members only four trouble themselves 
to attend in the House of Commons. This 
further reduces the Liberal majority to twen- 
ty-nine. Now Mr. Labouchere, Mr. Storey, 
Dr. Clark, and four or five other Radicals 
threaten to secede from the Liberal organiza- 
tion. That will reduce the majority below 
twenty. This is too narrow and precarious to 
last. Through the death of Baron Tweed- 
mouth the Liberals lose the most efficient 


whip—Mr. Majoribanks—now becomes Lord 
Tweedmouth and will therefore have to give 
up his seat in the House of Commons. The 
seat, that for Berwickshire, is safe for the 
Liberals, but the new occupant will not be as 
useful as the old one. Herbert Gladstone will 
doubtless become the new whip, which will 
prevent his acceptance of the Irish Secretary- 
ship. If there isa change in that office Ar- 
thur Dyke Acland, one of Mr. Gladstone’s 
protégés and now Minister of Education, will 
succeed Mr. Morley. Tlie new Lord Tweed- 
mouth will doubtless be given some new post, 
but that will add another to the number of 
Lords in the ministry. Rosebery does not 
enter on his new duties under the most favor- 
able circumstances, it will be noted, but he is 
an exceedingly clever and able man and may 
win,

A Curcacgo minister told his congregation 
Sunday that— 

The vote most dangerous to good government 
is not the vicious vote nor the foreign vote, buat 
the stay-at-home vote. The entire foreign vote, 
strictly speaking, has been estimated at about 
1,200,000 in this country, but the stay-at-home 
vote in 1880 was estimated at 4,006,000. 

The total number of foreign-born males of 
voting age in the Wnited States in 1890 was 
4,348,459. Of these 2,546,037 stated that 
they were naturalized. They may not have 
been in all cases, but they voted. Thus the 
foreign vote is twice what the minister puts it 
at. It is well to get one’s figures right. 

The stay-at-home voters deserve censure, 
but there were not 4,000,000 of them in 
1880. From thetotal numberof males of 
the voténg age in 1880 must be deducted over 
a million of foreigners not naturalized, 
There must be deducted also half a million 
of colored men in the South who staid at 
home unwillingly because they had wo. There 
must be deducted also’ the sick men, the very

be heped for, however. Men cannot be 
warmed up as thorougbly when the campaign 
lasts for a few weeks only as when it is pro- 
tracted through months. 


Ir is natural that there should be a protest 
at this time against special assessinents, espe- 
cially on outlyitig property which returns lit- 
tle income, or none at all. In ordinary times 
when there is a demand for property and 
building is brisk and an assessment is made 
for a sewer, a pavement, or some other im- 
provement which increases the value of the 
property there is little djfticulty about selling 
it for a sum which more than repays the 
owner the assessment he has advanced. But 
when there is comparatively no demand for 
real estate then special assessments often bear 
heavily on those who have not the money with 
which to pay them. It is true the improve- 
ment adds to the value of their land, but if 
they cannot sell that increase is of no imme- 
diate value to thein. If they are able to hold 
on they come out all right; if they are not 
they suffer. 

The reat estate market is not booming just 
now. It is difficult to sell property even when 
offered for less than it was admitted to be 
worth last year. The contemplated change 
from moderately high to quite low protection 

which has had such a depressing effect on the 
greatindustries of the country has affected 
real estate also. Rents will not be what they 
were,.as the number of vacant houses shows. 
Therefore the Council may well abstain from 
going into the special assessment business this 
year on as grand a scale as in preceding ones, 
What the business district may stand the prop- 
erty-owners of the outside wards may not be 
able to endure.

Mayor Hopkins in the case of the Lincoln 
Avenue Electrical Street railway line has laid 
down the rule that for the outlying trolley 
ways the poles shall be placed in the center 
of the thoroughfares between the tracks, and 
shall be of wrought iron and of sightly ap- 
pearance. Furthermore he insists that they 
shall be in such form that they may be utilized 
by the city far electric light lamps. This is a 
commendable new departure. The trolley 
system as it has been hitnerto established 
here is unsightly and dangerous. Low rows 
of clumsy, unsightly poles are placed along 
the curb stones in the thoroughfares ueed for 
the systems, and there is a network of wires 
which will sooner or later interfere with the 
Fire Department in the performance of its 
duties.

Charles, and that Mary, like Camille (one is now 
quoting a Chicago humorist), “had, a record. 

To create abuut them the’atmosphere of caste 16 
given to few artists, even great ones, but 
to «none has it been given in a_ higher 
degree in our generation than to the two 
here mentioned. Many actresses, no doubt, 
haye equaled Mme. Modjeska in mere emotional 
power in this réle; there are several of Schiller's 
countrywomen who no doubt endowed the un- 
happy Queen of Scots with ponderous pathos 
and with overwhelming gloom. But though a 
German poet wrote the play one cannot imagine 
a German actress really at homein the pact. 
Mary’s nature as well as her education was Gallic 
in every way, and the opposite of the Teutonic. 
Hers was the Latin temperament as opposed to 
the Gothic, and so is that of Mme. Modjeska. 
Next to giving Mary the regal manner and the 
soft French tibor Mme. Modjeska’s great success 
isin making the Queen in her closing hours 
what the French call a devotée. There is 
no .eqnivalent to this word in the 
Saxon tongues, because they have little or 
no occasion for it: the word “ recluse, 

for instance, does not express the meaning with 
exactness. On the whole one would repeat of 
Mme. Modjeska’s personation of the Scottish 
Queen that in volume of emotional power at the 
chimacteric points it is sufficient, while not over- 
whelmingly sympathetic, and that in all accom- 
panying attributes of queenliness, winning wom- 


anliness, and one will add spirituality, it meets. 


all the ‘demands of one’s imagination. 
To see this play is to*‘send one hungry to the 
Swinburnian trilogy on the subject. and to the 
lyrics in which the poet has embalmed the 
beautiful ideal which this actress realizes: 
Queen in whose natne my fathers fought 
With hopes that rose and fell, 
Red star of boyhood’s fiery thought, 
Farewell! 

There has been no important change in the cast 
of the play since it was presented a short time 
ago at Hooley’s, Otis Skinner gave grace and 
courtliness to the specious part of the Earl of 
Leicester, but one believes that he is better 
fitted temperamentally to the hot, im- 
pulsive role of Sir Edward Mortimer. Be- 
sides the hero of a play is the one to 
whom the sympathy of the audience goes out, 
and Mortimeris surely this person of “ Mary 
Stuart.” The role fell to Guy Lindsley, by whom 
it was capitally carried off. Miss Proctor enact- 
ed Elizabeth with ‘scrupulous chilliness, if not 
with what the poets call a “lowering front.”’ 
Mr. Howard Kyle was the sturdy Lord Burleigh. 
Tonight the bill will be “Magda” (in German, 
‘“Heimath”), which is the antithesis both in 


style and morals of “Mary Stuart.”

Frequent répetition during several seasons 
has not sensibly dimmed the effectiveness of Miss 
Fannie Davenport’s spectacular production of 
Sardou’s drama, “ Cleopatra.’’ The elements 
were not favorable to large theatrical patronage 
last evening, but the audience at the Columbia 
atoned in enthusiasm fof sma)l numbers. 
“ Cleopatra,”’ as presented by Miss Daven- 
port, has frequently been made the subject 
of descriphon in these columns, and in 
this, its final appearance in Chicago, there seems 
to be no necessity for repeating at length the 
comments that have been made. It remains a 
production quite as dependent upon its sumptuous 
scenic environment and its skillful manipulation 
of lights as uporits purely dramatic elements. 
Yet be this as it may, the end seems to justify 
the means from a popular point of view, 
although those playgoers who look  be- 
hind the trickery of the drama. will 
remember the thrilling intensity of that 
production of ** Cleopatra" accomplished in Uhi- 
cago thfee years ago by the great French trage- 
dienne with scarcely enough scenery to sustain 
the illusion. Yet comparisons are  in- 
vidious. Objectively Miss Davenport ap- 
peared to better advantage last evening than 
oh other occasions. Her interpretation varied as 
before between moments of strong dramatic in- 


tensity and mild theatrical extravagance. She * 


denotes easily and well the subtlety and crafti- 
ness of the Egyptian Queen's nature 
and realizes strongly the imperious 
will intensified by mad jealousy. 
Popularly the impersonation is strong, although 
it may not conform to the fine rules of dramatic 
consistency. Melbourne MacDowell was a ro- 
bust and effective Mark Antony. Especial- 
ly forcible was he in the opening scenes 
and in Act IV.. in the seene between 
Antony, Cleopatra, and Kephren, in which the 
slave proves his faithfulness to his mistress by 
his willingness to drain the cup of 
poison from her hand. This is one 
of the great incidents of the drama. 
The cast remains substantially the same, the 
notable change being Walter 8. Craven’s appear- 
ance as Kephren, a part which he invested with 
dignified obedience, although with scarcely the 
fine dramatic force of his predecessor. The tam- 
pest scene remains the most effective counterfeit 
of natural effects that have been accomplished at 
the local theaters.

The second Chicago presentation of :Miss 
Louise Imogen Guiney’s fine translation of Du- 
mas’ great work, *‘ Demi-Monde,”’ known as “‘ The 
Crust of Society,’’ was given at the Schiller last 
evening by the same confpany that appeared in it 
before. The cast was mildly efficient, although 
the characters of Oliver St. Aubyn, played by Ar- 
thur Lewis, Mrs. Ernestine Echo by Elita Pree- 
tor Otis, and Lady Downe by Lydia Thompson. 
were con§picuous as examples of well-tempered 
portrayals. The play is finely conceived and 
finely written. Its value over its contemporane- 
ous French society dramas is that it 
does not enlist mawkish  sentimental- 
ity to soften the transgressions of 
its erring heroines.

The “Times” Refers to Gladstone’s Destiny 
as Grimly Ironic, 

. Lorpoy, March 5.—The Times, comment- 
ing on Rosebery’s appointment, says: ‘ What 
a grimly ironic destiny seems to dog the 
footsteps of Mr. Giadstone’s recent policy. 
Not only is the new Premier accepted with 
unanimity by the party and is a member of 
the chamber which the retiring chief de- 
nounced in his farewell oration, but what is 
more singular Lord Rosebery never sat in the 
House of Commons. At the same time the 
“whip” on whom the government relied to 
keep its motley party together has been called 
to the House of Lords, while, to clap the cli- 
max of incongruity, Mr. Gladstone’s tatest 
official act is to add the two new hereditary 
legislators to the Upper House.”’ The article 
predicts that Lord Rosebery will hold the 
party together only for a short time. 

The Daily News writes a eulogy on John 
Morley, who, it says, for the sake of Ireland 
has to some extent effaced himself. 

The Pali Mall Gazette, in an article sum- 
ming up the services of Mr. Gladstone, 
alludes to him as a_ political ritualist who 
clung tenaciously to form, caring nothing for 
the substance. He was a pedantic stickler 
for precedent and was lamentably deficient 
in initiative power. Thougn regarded as a 
leader, he was really driven in succession by 
Sir Robert Peel, John Bright, and John 
Morley. 

The St. James’ Gazette says the withdrawal 
of Mr. Gladstone marks an epoch in the 
Liberul party.

YELLOW-FEVER’S HAVOC AT RIO, 


it Makes Ravages Among the Political Pris- 

oners=Nictheroy Returns to Bahia. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ! 
' Rio Jayerno, Brazil, via Galveston, Tex., 
March 5.—[Copyright, 1894, by James Gor- 
don Bennett.|—The jails here are full of po- 
litical prisoners, and yellow-fever is working 
frightful havoc among them. Admiral da 
Gama’s fleet is in a critical condition, being 
unable to obtain provisions on account of the 
plague. 

President Peixoto’s dynamite gunboat, the 
Niectheroy, has returned to Bahia. Santos 
fortifications are being strengthened in view 
of the reported approach of a body of rebel 
troops under Gen. Saravia. The city is con- 
sidered by the government to be impregna- 
ble, but the population is known to be largely 
in favor of the insurgents, though afraid to 
express it openly.’ 

Since .the Aguidaban has left this harbor 
the guns of the rebel fleet have been strange- 
ly silent. The loss of the transport Venus: 
was a severe blow to the insurgents’ hopes of 
victory as at least sixty were killed by the 
explosion which sank it. The guns of the 
corvette Guanabava have been removed and 
the vessel abandoned, while the entire re- 
maining fleet is now anchored it the upper 
bay near Paqueta Island. It is learned 
op good authority that the revolters 
are short , of officers. owing to the 
number of them wounded in the attack on 
Nictheroy Feb, 9. It is known the govern- 
ment troops had special orderson that occa- 
sion to aim particularly at the naval officers 
and killas many of them as possible. Ad- 
miral Saldanha da Gania has recovered from 
the wounds he received on that occason, but 
the rebel hospital on Euchada Island is full of 
sick and injured. | 

It is significant that Feb, 24, which is the 
ratification of Brazil’s republican constitu- 
tion, neither Fort .Villegaigaon nor the rebel 
ships fired a salute. 

The prohibition on telegraph messages from 
Brazil to Bahia has not been removed yet. 

Early Battle Looked For. 


Extensive signaling with searchlights to- 
night indicates that many ships are lying out- 
side the harbor. Itis thought thatthe gov- 
ernment fleet has at last arrived and that it 
willenter the harbor tomorrow at an early 
hour. In that event an early battle between 
the opposing fleets is looked for. 

Two Americans Die. 

Rio pe JanwerRO, March 5.—George M. 
Rollins. who volunteered to act as an _ inter- 
mediary between Admiral da Gama and _ the 
American -merchantmen in -the incident 
which culminated in the United States 
cruiser Detroit firing upon the insurgent war- 
ships Trojono and Guanabara, died today of 
yellow-fever. Capt. W. A. Sturgis of the 
American warship Santuit,, which towed the 
Pirating (Destroyer) from New York to Per- 
nambuco to join President Peixoto’s new 
fleet, also died today of the same disease.

The German War Minister Provokes Them 
in the Reichstag. 

Bertin, March 5.—In the Reichstag today, 
answering attacks made upon the government 
in regard to the clemency extended towards 
Gen. von Kirchof, who was decorated by the 
Emperor after the General had been sen-- 
tenced to imprisonment for shooting Editor 
Friedrih Harich of the Tageblatt, Gen, Bron- 
sard von Schellendorf, the Minister of War, 
said that such strictures assailed the rights of 
the crown and remarked that the Socialists 
would, perhaps, be thankful hereafter that the 
imperial right of mercy existed. The retort 
of the Minister of War was greeted with loud 
cries of dissent on the part of the Socialists. 

Continuing, Gen. von Schellendorf said that 
a discussion in the Reichstag regarding the 
alleged cruelty shown by army officers to- 
wards private soldiers would be useless, as the 
military authorities had the greatest interest in 
checking such cruelty. Germany still, accord- 
ing to the Minister of War, needed honor-loving 
soldiers who would resist the temptations of 
Socialists to violate their oath of allegiance 
to the fag.

| FLYER TO THE NORTH. 


FAST MAIL TRAINS FIRST TRIP 
THROUGH WISCONSIN. 


Along the Northwestern Road, Over Which 
It Speeds, Crowds Gather at All the 
Towns to Welcome the Chicago Dailies 
~Ashiand Is Reached in the Afternoon, 
Bringing Metropolitan Papers a Day 
Earlier than Usual—G reat Saving in Time 

‘for Through Express. 

AsHLAND, Wis,, March 5.—[Special.]—The 
new fast mail and express train put on by‘the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad company 
to serve a large section of country through 
the northeastern portion of Wisconsin made 
its. first through trip today. It left Chicago 
at 3 a. m. on a schedule of thirty miles an 
hour and made the run to Ashland without in- 
cident or accident, arriving here promptly on 
time at 5:55 this evening. 

The train excited a good deal of interost 
all along the way. Announcements had been 
made in advance of its coming, and at every 
station crowds of people were collected to 
see it pass. It is the first time in the history 


of this part of the country that anything of 


the kind has ever been attempted by any rail- 
road. The inauguration of the service now is 
due largely to the demands of the Chicago 
newspapers and the American Express coim- 
pany for a train that would deliver mail and 
express matter as far north as this city as well 
as points between here and Milwaukee on the 
day it leaves Chicago, The fact that the 
American Express company now has a 
strong competitor in the United States 
Express company, which operates over the 
‘St. Paul road, probably had something to do 
also with influencing the Northwestern people 
to undertake the enterprise of establishing a 
train that will make the run daily between 
Chicago and Ashland in fifteen hours, the 
distance being 456 miles. Heretofore ex- 
press and mail sent out at 7 o’clock a. m, did 
not reach Ashland until the next day, so that 
the continuous running at an average high 
rate of speed of the new train makes a saving 
in time to the people of this section of about 
twelve hours in the receipt of provisions and 
goods sent to them through express agents. . 


Great Sacks of Dailies, J

Today’s train was composed of a 
States postal car, an express and gage car, 
one day coach, the chair car, and a sleeper. all 
of which were well filled with passengers. 
mail car had an unusually large quantity of 
through matter, while the: express and bag. 
gage car was piled almost to ceiling wit 
bundies and boxes and great sacks of the 
metropolitan dailies. These were thrown off 
and distributed to the eager spectators at 
every point. 

When made-up and ready to start from the 
Wells Street .Depot James Robinson, who 
handles the throttle of No. 251, a powerful 
locomotive recently from the shop, said to 
some of the officials who were there to see the 
start made: ‘*We are scheduled to be in 
Milwaukee at 5:15. I could make the run 
just 4s easily in one hour and forty-five mip- 
utes, but the General Manager won’t let me 
doit. Unless something happens we will be 
in on time.” Mr. Robinson made his 
word good and struck the depot limit 
line in Milwaukee promptly on the 
dot. His fireman, David Allen, exclaimed 
that it was ** too easy ’’; they had to kill time. 
On the train were Phil S. Roundtree, solicitor 
for the American Express company; James 
Gibson, District Passenger Agent of the 
Northwestern road; Mr. Moulton, District 
Superintendent, and T. P. Smith, chief clerk 
of the railway mail service at Milwaukee, who 
had in charge a party of Chicago posses r 
men, taken along to gainafull know 
of the pleasure shown by the people every where 
over being brought in quicker com munication 
with the FT pee metropolis of the West. After 
passing Milwaukee, which was reached before 
daylight, the people were up and out in large

INNUMERABLE DEAD FISH IN THE ICE 


“Shiners” Frozen by the Blizzard Which 
Swept Over the Lake. 

There are countless thousands of dead fish 
on the great field of ice that extends from the 
pier of the Children’s Sanitarium northward 
and eastward into the lake. The fish, which 
are apparently of the kind known as shiners, 
are none of them more than three inches long, 
but they are so thickly packed together on the 
ice and in the water pools that they might be 
picked up by the shovel full.

The men'in 
control of the party machinery think éx- 
ceedingly well of Franklin MacVeagh. 
He is a prime favorite at the White 
House, which gives him strength among the 
administration Democrats.

HE SAYS IT MEANS A NOMINATION, 


Congressman Springer’s Opinion of the 
Committee’s Action=What Others Think. 


Wasuineton, D. C., March 5.—[Special. ]— 
William Springer received the first news of 
the State Central committee’s action. It 
pleased him. He showed the telegram to 
everybody and explained the Illinois situation. 

**It means,”’ he said to a gronp of Congress- 
men, **that the State convention will nomi- 
nate a candidate for Senator just as was done 
in 1890. Some of the millionaires who want 
to be candidates have thought they could up- 
set the precedent, but they can’t. The county 
conventions down through the State will be- 
gin adopting resolutions in favor of nominat- 
ing a candidate and the people who are op- 
posed to this will be powerless to prevent it. 
The large majority of the delegates to the 
State convention will be instructed to nomi- 
nate the candidate for Senator.”’ 

While the Illinois Democrats do not all 
ageee with Mr. Springer as to the outcome, 
most of them think county conventions can- 
not be controlled in the interest of any of the 
miilionairé candidates, and that they will re- 
soive in favor of popular nomination. Sena- 
tor Palmer professedly never had any doubts 
about it, and he can’t be supposed to feel any 
surprise at the action of the State committee. 
He has been promising to make a speech 
in the Senate again on the popular election of 
Senators and the purpose has been to strike a 
blow at the Illinois combination which was 
against naming a candidate. The idea was 
that a blast from Palmer on the popular elec- 
tion of the Senators would sweep away the 
would-be candidates who want to take their 
chance in a caucus. Of course, Palmer is 
satisfied with the action of the State com- 
mittee and, of course, he thinks that most of 
the counties will instruct in favor of a nom- 
ination. . 

Gen, John C. Black is also pleased. He be. 
lieves in a popular nomination, and, more than 
this, he believes in Black as a popular nomi- 
nee. Black is the only prospective Cook 
County candidate who favors the plan, and he 
seems to have the idea that to beat somebody 
else Cook Vounty might favor his nomination. 

Andy Hunter has been -crowded out by 
Fithian and can’t come back to the House as 
Representative. He would like to continue 
in Congress, and ithe Senate would just suit 
him.- Hunter has some of the elements of a 
popular campaigner and some of his colleagues 
think in the event of a deadlock he might 
be numinated. They call him ‘* Diamond 
Andy ”’ since his alleged vote in favor of a 
low duty on diamonds, and that might de- 
tract somewhat from his popularity.

CHARGED WITH STEALING A TROTTER,

Annie Ferren Taken.

The County Board of Commissioners, by a 
vote of 11 to 2, adopted the report of the 
Public Service committee on the Detention 
Hospital abuses. Commissioners Edmanson 
and Kallis voted in the negative, The vote 
was construed to mean the indorsement of the 
charges preferred and the discharge from the 
einploy of the county of Miss Lizzie Scott 
and Miss Julia Shine, attendants at the De- 
tention Hospital. Upon motion of Commis- 
sioner Edmanson a special committee, con- 
sisting of Commissioners Edmanson, Cogs- 
well, Peacock, Kunstman, and Hoffman, 
was appointed to again investigate 
the charges .of abuse at the _ hos- 
This was in response to a spe- 
cial request by Edmanson, who said there had 
been abuses since Jan. 1 fully as bad as those 
reported by the committee. This committee 
will begin its work at once. The particulars 
cited by Edmanson were in regard to a patient 
having committed suicide the third week in 
January, and another patient having broken 
many window panes af glass with a cuspidor 


last week. : 

Commissioner Edmanson was alone in his 
opposition to the Public Service committee 
report when the question was brought before 
the board. The first reference to the case, 
which had caused many interested persons to 
crowd into the room, was when the clerk 
read the following communication to the 
board charging the county with having dis- 
charged J. Quinn from the Detention Hos- 
pital for abuse and then employing him in an- 
other department: 

While visiting a relative of mine confined in 
the insane ward I saw an attendant, who is now 
employed in the poor-house, who was formerly 
employed in the same capacity in the insane 
ward but who was discharged by Dr. Spray for 
maltreating an inmate. The-doctor told me he 
was a man of bad temper and was not fit to bea 
guard. His name is J. Quinn, and how he ever 
succeeded in getting back is a mystery to :me and 
my acquaintances, for the charge was a heinous 
one. , GEORGE ANDERSON. 
EKdmanson Answers the Charges. 

When the report of the committee came up 
for action Commissioner Edmanson attacked 
the meinbers of the committee and said the 
stories of maltreatment were false. The at- 
tendanis, Miss Scott and Miss Shine, had not 
been given a chance to defend themselves and 
had denied the stories. He wanted a fair in- 
vestigation. The evidence on hand was that 
of insane patients. which he did not consider 
good. The attendants were compelled to use 
restraint. There was something wrong in the 
whole investigation, and he wanted to get to 
the bottom of it and he would move that the 
report be returned to the committee. 

Commissioner Allen replied fo. the com- 
mittee. Hesaid he was satisfied that every- 
thing had been substantiated, and that he 
stood by the report. It was not as strong as 
some wanted to make it. He went tou the hos- 
pital Feb. 22 and found the bogks in a de- 
plorable shape and had to write to Kankakee 
for the names of ‘patients. The committee 
got some testimony too horrible to be repro- 
duced. It would make a man’s blood run 
cold, The witnesses had been taken 
to the hospital to identify the guilty 
persons and had at once identitied them. The 
committee was not in favor of the accused at- 
tendants being allowed to retain their posi- 
tions longer and asked for the adoption of 
the report. There was no politics in the in- 
vestigation. The conditions found to exist 
were disgraceful. The board should insist 
that these unfortunates be treated with con- 
sideration. and the case could be brought to 
the attention of the grand jury if thought. 
best. 

To this Commissioner Edmanson replied 
that it was absurd to-take the evidence of in- 
sane people. These people were in a bad 
condition when delivered there. The police 
had to mistreat them in the ambulances to 
handle them atalil. Mrs. Salornon had been 
struck by her own brother before she had 
been taken to the hospital. Had he known 
of such things during his Presidency of the 
board they would , Howe been investigated. 
The board should be willing to investigate 
more fully. There had been a suicide at the 
hospital the third week in January and it had 
not been reported. There had been some un- 
pleasant things in 1894 as well as in 1893. 

The question of the adoption of the report 
was then voted upon and carried. Thena 
special committee was appointed by the chair 
to carry on another investigation. There was 
no opposition to this and the committee, con- 
sisting of Commissioners Edmanson, Cogs- 
well, Peacock, Kunteman, and Hoffman, was 
appointed. Edmanson said the investigation 
would be commenced at once and would not 
be secret, 

Discharged Attendants Protest. 

A communication, which was referred to 
this special committee, was next read. It 
was from Lizzie Scott and Julia Shine, and. 
they complained of not having had a chance 
to defend themselves. They aiso denied the 
charges of cruelty. 

The case of suicide referred to by Commis- 
sioner Edmanson before the County Board 
wus that of Henry De Jager. The records 
show that De Jager was received at the D 
tention Hospital Jan. 17, was committed to 
Jefferson Jan. 25, committed ‘suicide by 
hanging the same day, and his body was 
turned over to the Coroner. De Jager was a 
German, 63 years old, and lived at No. 658 
Henry street. When he learned he was to go 
to Jefferson Asylum he became despondent 
and hung himself in the bath-room. Attend- 
ant Donooselly was in charge of the ward at 
the time. A new patient had just arrived 
and for a few minutes he was out of the ward. 
The patient had not been violent before that 
time. 

Warden Monroe mentioned this case to Ed- 
manson when the Investigating committee 
was at the hospital. The reply was that no 
such thing had occurred while he was Presi- 
dent of the County Board. Warden Monroe 
called his attention to the fact that Donnelly 
was a hold-over attendant from that board. 

Only Two Complaints from Elgin, 


The officials at the Lilinois Northern Insane 
Hospital at E'gin, Ill., make no such sweep- 
ing condemnation of the condition of patients 
received from the Cook County Detention 
Hospital as do those at Kankakee. Dr. Arthur 
Loewy, the Superintendent, took charge of 
the institution last May, and be says that dur- 
ing that time he has made but two compiaints 
concerning patients received trom Chicagd. 
The first was made last December in a letter, 
written to Judge Scales. . 

Dr. Loewy said yesterday: ‘* For some time 
prior to my writing this letter many of the 
patients received trom Chicago, especially the 
women, were covered with vermin. This 
grew so bad that finally I wrote Judge Scales 
aletter. In reply hesaid he would see that 
the trouble was remedied. Soon after the 
condition of the patients began to improve 
and is now 4s good as could be expected. 

‘** The next case, and the only other I have 
complained of, was that of James Kelty. He 
was brought here Feb, 21 by Deputy Sheriff 
Moorehead. The man was viviently insane. 
He had on no clothing except a jumper and a 
blanket pinned about his body. This seemed 
to me hardly the wey to send a pa- 
tient down here, especially during 
such cold weather as it was then. wrote 
President Struckman and he peplied saying 
he would have the matter investigated. We 
have received two lots of patients since and 
they have been in good condition. 

“* T have no desire to appear in the light of 
giving advicéas tohowthe Detention Hos- 
pital shall be run, but this system has always 
been bad. The County Physician generally 
gives all his time to his private practice, leav- 
ing his assistant to run the hospital. He can- 
not be twenty-four hours on duty, and, con- 
sequently, a portion of the time there 
is no one in charge. The attendants .work in 


‘three shifts of eight hours each and the tempt- 


ation to leave as much work as possible to the 
next shift ie very great. Thus there is con- 
stunt friction between them, and this always 
tends to demoralization of good work.” .

INDORSE THE A. P. A. 


‘METHODISTS AT MILWAUKEE BE- 


LIEVE IN ITS PRINOIPLES, 


Expressions of Opinion Given at a Meeting 
of Ministers—Some of Ite Methods Not 
Approved, but the Main Idea of Oppo- 
sition to Catholicism Is Considered“ 
Right—A. P. A. Causes a Political Squab- 
bie iu Denver—Gov. Altgeld Will Return 
to His Duties at Springfield Today. 


Mriiwavxer, Wis., March 5.—[Special.]— 
The principles of the American Protective 
Association, but not the society itself, today 
received the indorsement of a majority of 
twenty-four Methodist ministers who at- 
tended the regular conference. A paper, 
‘“‘Should We Lend Our Influence to Se- 
eret Political Societies,” read by the 
Rev. Dr. Huntley, opened the dis- 
cussion. Dr. Huntley saia in_ part: 
“If the Catholics have any church opposed to 
them it is the Methodist Church. The clureh 
in Milwaukee has been dragged into this 
question because two of their churches were 
laced at the disposal of A. P. A. lecturers. 

‘his. was substantially pronouncing in favor 
of a political organization, provid the A. P, 
A. is one. If not itis so taken and received 
all over the country.” 

Following Dr. Huntley’s paper there were 
various expressions from the ministers present. 
The Rev. Hedler said: “I will favor the 
ticket that is against the church that is op- 
posed to us. For as soon as the church whose 
authority rests on the Seven Hills secures 
contrel of our political institutions our 
civil and_ religious liberty will go 
down.” The Rev. Sanford of Waukesha said: 
‘*] am in sympathy with the principles of the 
A. P.A., though not with its methods, As 
long as Catholics are told by priests to vote a 
certain way I don’t see why we can’t sympa- 
thize with the A. P. A.”’ The Rev. Eaton said: 
‘*This issue is becoming hotter and the 
sooner we take our stand the better. Iam 
not in favor of taking the Catholics out of 
politics. I will iet them have their schools, 
but when one-fourth of the voters in Milwau- 
kee have three-fourths of the offices and con- 
trol about all our publie schools, I can’t shut 
my eyes to sucha state of affaiss.’’ There 
were various other expressions, all of them 
Tare to indorsement of the principles of the 
A A 


Denver, Colo., March 5.—Mayor Van Horn 
today threw Street Commissioner Thomas 
Foulkes out of his office and ordered him to 
never enter again until he could obey orders.

SUIT INVOLVING 40,000 ACRES, 


Old Case Renewed at Detroit, Mich., In- 
volving the Morgan Estate. 

Detrroir, Mich., March 5.—A Deputy 
United States Marshal started for Ann Arbor 
this afternoon to levy upon about 40,000 
acres of land in Washtenaw County. The 
property includes valuable lots in Ann Ar- 
bor, Ypsilanti, and other large towns, and 
its value aggregates several hundred thou- 
sand dollars. The case grows out of alleged 
fraudulent transactions of Elijah W. Morgan 
and others, who formed the Ann Arbor Land 
company sixty yearsago. The property was 
gradually absorbed by Morgan, who finally 
deeded it to his wife. Both died, leaving the 
estate of $500,000 to relatives. Among the 
creditors was George Lamb of Evansville, 
Ind., who secured a judgment in the Wash. 
tenaw Circuit Court for about $10,Q00, 
which was again sued in the Federal -court. 
An execution was issued, but the officer was 
unable to locate the lands as the property of 
the Morgan estate. The new execution will 
bring on new litigation as to the present own- 
ership.

All the so- 
cial features which made the hotel popular 
last summer will .be resumed. There were 


800 creditors, ‘whose claims were mainly for 


construction and furnishing. The Equitabie 
Trust company, which was appointed re- 
ceiver, had charge of affairs until the end of 
the'season. Then, tlhe Creditors’ committee 
took hold of the great task of reorganizing 
the company’s affairs. Creditors whose claims 
exceeded $500 were given the choice of taking 
bonds or 50 per cent in cash oftheir claims. 
People having claims under $500 in amount 
were offered 50 per cent incash. All the 
creditors, except one for a small claim, have 
accepted. The committee has purchased a 
considerable amount of outstanding bonds at 
from 48 to 60 cents on the dollar and retired 
them. The bonds now outstancing-amount 
to $382,000, and the interest dn that amount 
due March 1 has been met. By the terms of 
the settlement the capital stock of $250,000 
will receive no dividends and have no voice 
in the control of the company until all the 
bonds are paid. Whether the stock is worth 
anything or not depends upon the success of 
the bondholders in manuging the property. 
The bonds to be retired in, the future will be 
purchased in the open market and it is pos- 
sible much less than the face value of the 
bonds will be required to redeem them. The 
property is said to have cost originally $744,- 
000. Warren F. Leland, who organized the 
company and had $20,000 paid up capital 
stock in it, retires wholly from the manage- 
ment. ‘** We hopeto be able to make some 
money,” Mr. Carroll said yesterday, *‘ and 
save ourselves from loss out of the enterprise. 
We have $50,000 in cash to begin business 
with.”’ |

One Hundred of Them Have Not Yet Called 
for Their Money. 


Lazarus Silverman supposed, whien his 
creditors heard he wag paying off their claims 
in his room in the First National Bank Build- 
ing, they would all rush in for their payments. 
He found at the close of business yesterday 
that there were 100 people who had claims 
against him who had not come for their 
money, and today several men will be sent 
out to hunt up the tardy depositors and pay 
them off. *‘A good many people who did 
business with me for a long time,’’ Mr. Sil- 
verman said, ** have come here and asked 
that I keep their money on deposit. This I 
could not do. I told them that they would 
have to take the money,and thenif they 
wanted to deposit it with me they could do 
so. Some seem to think I am paying 50 
cents ona dollar. lam paying 100 cents on 
the dollar, but only half of itisin cash. The 
notes for the remainder, which have two 
years to run, will all be taken up long before 
maturity.””’ When Mr. Silverman was pinched 
in the panic last summer he had 535 credit- 
ors. He expects that within’a short time he 
will be able to go into court and ask that the 
assignee be discharged. He will then resume 
the banking business.

SANTA FE TO GO OUT. 


———— 


DOOM OF THE WESTERN PASSENGER 
ASSOOIATION 18 SEALED. 


; Chairman Caldwell Refuses the Demand 


That Members Decline to Interchange 
Business with the Southern Pacific~ 


All Rates Will Collapse=Freight Ar- 
rangement Is Involved=Case Brought 
Against the Great Northern Under the 
Ceal Laws of North Dakota. 

Chairman Caldwell’s decision in the matter 
of the demand of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé that the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion lines should decline to interchange busi- 
ness with the Southern Pacific was rendered 
at a late hour last.evening and is against the 
Santa Fé. This seals the doom of the Western 
Passenger Association,as the Santa Fé will serve 
notice of withdrawal therefrom this moruing. 
With both the Santa Fé and Union Pacific out 
of the association there is no possibility of its 
being kept alive by the remaining lines. The 
withdrawal of the Santa Fé from the associa- 
tion will aiso cate the dissolution of the emi- 
grant clearing arrangement at New York. 

Mr. Caldwell’s decision is.a lengthy one, 
quoting ancient history elaborately, but the 
gist of the ruling is that the action complained 
of by the Santa Fé is outside of any matter 
agreed upon between association lines and 
therefore he danies the application of the 
Santa Fé. The withdrawal of the Santa Fé 
will necessarily result in a general reduction 
in passenger rates between Chicago and the 
Missouri River and Chicago and the Rocky 
Mountains. The Santa Fé people of course 
expect to make peace with the Southern Pa- 
cific shortly, but the interests of the Western 
Passenger Association lines will not be taken 
into consideration, and an arrangement made 
mutually satisfactory to the two companies. 

Vice-President Robinson and Passenger 
Traffic Manager White of the Santa Fé left 
for New York last evening to consult with the 
receivers and decide upon action not only in 
passenger affairs, but also in freight matters, 
as the affront offered by the General Man- 
agers of the Western roads to the receivers of 
the Santa Fé because they withdrew from the 
so-cailed pass agreement will cause the with- 
drawal of the company from the Western 
Freight Association. But the unprecedented 
action of the members of the pass agreement 
in offering gratuitous insult tothe Santa Fé 
receivers and the court which controls them 
may lead to other complications, as the attor- 
neys of the Santa Fé talk strongly of institut- 
ing proceedings against the framers of ¢ 
resolutions for siander or libel. Fears are 
expressed freely among leading railroad offi- 
cials that before matters are adjusted again 
most of the Western roads will be in the hands 
of receivers. 

C. P. Huntington sent the following mes- 
sage to Chairinan Midgley yesterday,in reply 
to the joint message sent by Presidents Biack- 
stone, Cable, Miller, Fish, Ashley, and Jef-

been a time before when railroads were less pre- 
pared to waste or more in need of their legiti- 
mate earnings than they are at the presert time.

What do the 
Atchison people want?

INCREASE IN SHIPMENTS. 


East-Bound Tonnage Stimulated by the Re- 
duced Grain Rates. 

As a result of the recent reduction in grain 
rates to the basis of 20 cents a 100 pounds, 
Chicago to New York, east-bound through 
shipments from Chicago. last week show an 
increase of over 11,000 tons over the week 
previous. The wisdom of making ‘the reduc- 
tion having thus been demonstrated there is 
no danger that rates will be advanced again 
to the 25-cent basis in the near future. 

The total shipments of ‘our, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export for the week ending last 
Thursday by the various Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation roads amounted to 49,191 tons, 
against 38,050 tons forthe week previous, 
and 51,424 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
5,656 tons, against 14,051 tons for the same 
week last year: grain, 33.544 tons, against 
31,666 tons; provisions, 9,991 tons, against 
5,707 tons. Percentages carried by the va- 
rious roads were as follows: Baitimore and 
Ohio, 8.5; Big Four, 7.8; Chicago and Erie, 
8.3; Chicago and Grand Trunk, 12.8; 
Lake Shore, 15.7: Michigan Central. 11.6; 
Nickel Plate, 8.1; Pan-Handle, 7.3; Fort 
Wayne, 7.2; Wabash, 12.7. 

Total shipments of all kinds of freight, ex- 
cept live stock, coal, and iron, from Chicago 
to through and local points in the East by the 
various east-bound roads during the last week 
amounted to 67.940 tons, against 58,968 
tons for the week previous, and 81,942 tons 
for the corresponding week last year. The 
tonnage carried by the various roads was as 
follows: Michigan Central. 6,698; Wabash. 
6,864; Lake Shore, 13,084; Fort Wayne, 
6,898; Pan-Handle, 6.900; Baltimore and

GREAT NORTHERN TO BE REGULATED, 


Suit Will Be Commenced by the Attorneys 
General of Dakota, 

Granp Forks, N. D., March 4.—([Special 
Correspondence. {|—Attorney-General Stand. 
ish of North Dakota is preparing a case 
against the Great Northern railway company 
for refusing to comply with the coal law 
passed by the Legislature of North Dakota 
last winter. Tne ‘‘Soo” line promptiy 
granted the rate. The rates fixed by the 
Great Northern company are so high as to be 
practically prohibitory. The case will be 
brought into court by a private. individual, 
Under the law of the last Legislature the en. 
forcement of the coal rates is placed in thé 
hands of the Attorney-General. The act 
fixed the maximum rates that railroads 
may charge for transportation of coal in 
North Dakota. It provides for the first fifty 
miles or less that the rate shall be 75 cents q 
ton; for any distance not to exceed 100 
miles, 95 cents; 150 miles or less, $1.15; 
200 miles or less, $1.35; 250 miles or less, 
$1.55; 300 miles or less, $1.75; 350 miles 
or less, $1.95. The cost of mining Lignite 
coal ranges from 75 to 90 cents a ton, which 
will bring that class of fuel to this city at a 
net cost of $2.30 to $2.45 a ton. 


State Controls Harbor Lines. 

WasHinaton, D.C., March 5.—The claim of 
the Northern Pacific railway to the control of 
tide lands and harbor line along its land grants 
in the State of Washington, near Tacoma, was 
denied by the Supreme Court today in a decision 
in the case of Prosser and Others vs. The North- 
ern Pacific. Justice Gray, who delivered the 
opinion, held the question to be whether the 
charter giving land grants to the railroad author- 
ized it to monopolize the harbor. The court held 
that every State has the right to define its harbor 
lines and regulate building upon them.

Washington Park Declines. 


Secretary James Howard of the Washington 
Park club has received a letter from Secre- 
tary Vosburgh of the New Jockey club asking 
the local track to send a representative to a 
meeting to be held in New York March 6. At 
this meeting the Turf Congress will be rep- 
resented and an effort will be made to effect 
some kind of a national organization. 

Mr. Howard replied that the club at such 
short notice could not possibly send a repre- 
sentative. Ifthe notice had been given weeks 
instead of days in advance it is probable that 
the club would not be represented: This was 
not said or even inferred by any member of 
the club, but it is known that not a single 
member feels any way kindly towards the 
Eastern autocrats of racing, with their mateh- 
less egotism and unheard of greed. When 
Mr. Brewster went to New York just before 
his death he had in his mind’s eye the forma- 
tion ofa national jockey club. It had beena 
dream of years with him, and when he started 
to New York he thought that he saw within 
sight the realization of his dream. 

Vhat was the result? He attended the meet- 
ing andeven with him present the committee 
appointed to draw up plans for the club stated 
in brazen language that it thought best not to 
include anything but the Eastern clubs. Mr. 
Brewster was a peculiarly conservative man, 
He did not go into that meeting without some 
assurance that the Washington Park club 
would be given prompt recognition. “He was 
brought into the meeting and then snubbed. 
One of the most sensitive of men, the insult 
sank into his soul like molteniron. When he 
returned home his friends noticed a great 
change in him.

FOR BETTER CARE OF THE INSANE, 
New Lunacy Law Provides for 

Private Hospitals. 

The lunacy law passe by the last Illinois 
Legislature providing for the establishment 
of private institutions for the insane is at- 
tracting much attention. Under its provis- 
ions one institution at Jacksonville has al- 


ready opened its doors. 

The reasons for the passage of such a law 
are several. They are found among the 
wealthier classes, for poor people cannot 
afford to pay for the care of their insane in 
private institutions but send them to the 
State hospitais. But there are many who 
with wealth to afford it. would have their 
friends detained in places surrounded by 
privacy, and they want them sent there and 
kept there without the notoriety attending 
the former inearcerations of the insane. 
Under the former law the patient must be 
examined by a jury, picked up at random, 
Those jurors, men of any occupation, know 
little of cases of unbalanced mentality if the 
symptoms are slight. This new law provides 
for a board of physicians or experts in nerv- 
ous disorders to decide on the question of in- 
sanity. There had been but two private in- 
sane hospitals in the State prior to this 
new law—one at Batavia. the other at Jack- 
sonvuile. There ate numerous simi- 
lar institutions in adjoining States 
and they are fostered by indulgent laws. 
Illinois helped fill those institutions, especially 
those of Wisconsin, but it is believed that 
under the new law many of these hospitals 
will spring up in Illinois and the people of the 
State may have their unfortunates given the 
care nearer home which they have formerly 
found in Wisconsin, New York, and Michigan. 

Dr. Bettman, President of the Illinois State 
Board of Charities, which will have charge of 
these hospitals, said: ‘* Well, the law em- 
powers the Board of Charities to make rules 
for licensing these institutions. We 
have performed these duties and drawn 
up a number of rules which 
must be strictly complied with in order to ob- 
tain a license. Our regulations are patterned 
after those in force. in Pennsylvania. The 
severity of our old lunacy.daw which—per- 
mitted only jury trials preverited ptivate in- 
stitutions from flourishing because it com- 
pelled the precence in court of the insane 

risoner possibly ina debilitated condition. 

t gave obnoxious publicity and’ notoriety 
to the bereaved relatives, and what was far 
worse it meant that the mental Condition of an 
individual was to be determined by six men, 
one a physician who possibly knew as much 
of lunacy as I do of horseshoeing, Does it 
seem possiblé that in this enlightened age 
such nedieval methods should have been and 
still are countenanced by so-called sane peo- 
ple? The results were that sensible people 
and those who were provided with means to 
escape these evils took theif mentally de- 
ranged relatives and friends outside of the 
State where more sane and humane laws exist- 
ed. A more enlightened practice now will pre- 
vail in Ilinois. County Judges now have it 
in their power, under the new law, to appoint 
a Board of Commissioners consisting of three 
physicians of their selection. This board 
may hold the inquiry or trial at the house of 
the patient and all the annoyance and inhu- 
mane measures be done away with. 

“These private asylums will no doubt soon 
multiply. They will be controlled and plated 
under the same striet surveillance as are the 
public ones. Licenses must be secured or 
renewed each year and ~will only 
then be granted when the board 
has satisfied itself that patients can be in- 
trusted to the care of the institution. Further- 
more we insist upon notices of additions or 
alterations in t buildings, grounds, and 
general management. Abuse or ilitreatment 
of patients or empioyés will be investigated 
by us. Annual or quarterly reports will be 
made to us detailing the number of patients, 
nature of illness, discharges, deaths, and they 
will be kept on file in our office in Springfield. 
Our new rules give the greatest latitude to the 
conscientious treatment of capable physicians 
and insure protection for the public.” 

No insane patients have yet been examined 
in Cook County by & Board of Commission- 
ers appointed by the County Judge, as pro- 
vided for in this new law. Judges Scales and 
Brown aré not anxious to break in the new 
law. The reason probably is that the law sets 
the fee of each of the physicians on the board 
at $5 for each hearing and the beginning of 
this new mode of practice, it is thought, would 
deluge the court with out-of-work doctors 
who would be willing to sit as Commissioners 
a half hour or so for $5.

FOR BETTER ROADS IN IOWA, 


Representative Young’s Bill Will Come 
Up for Consideration Today. 

Das Mores, Ia., March 5.—[Special.]— 

Representative Young’s bill for better roads 

will come up in the House tomorrow morn- 


ing as @ special order, having been favorably 


recommended by the committee. It makes a 
radical chatige in the road laws of the State 
and provides that the Boards of Supervisors 
ef each county shall, at their September 
session each year, levy a tax of not less than 
one mill and not more than five mills on a 
dollar of the assessed valuation of the county 
for a county road fund. 
the necessary amounts are expended in repair- 
ing the highways, shall be expended in the 
construction of permanent roads under the 
supervision of the board. A highway poll tax 
of $2 shall be assessed against every abie- 
bodied male between the ages of 21 and 45, 
which may be paid in labor or cash. The 
Board of Supervisors are required to appoint 
annually some suitable person in each town- 
ship as overseer of highways for ‘such town- 
ship. He sfall be required togive bonds of 
$1,000 and his duties shall be to superintend 
the necessary repairs of the roads 
in his township under the direction 
of the board and hé may let 
the work by contract if- deemed advisable. 
He shail also see that ten hours’ faithful work 
is performed each day by those engaged on 
the roads. His compensation shall be $2.50 
per day. In the building of permanent roads 
competent engineering talent shall be em- 
ployed to the end that perfect drainage and 
the best and: most economical gradients 
shall be  securéd. The bill abolishes 
entirely the system of the road 
district Supervisors now in vogue.

THE MAN WHO MADE MONTE CARLO, 


Traits of the Man Whose Peculiar Enter- 
prise Ruined Thousands, 

Pali Mall Budget: One evening in the 
days of the Second Empire a crowd of men 
were reading the evening paper in a salon in 
the Rue de Rivoli, 

‘*Ah,” said one, breaking ‘the silence, “so 
five millions are still wanted to finish the new 
opera-house.”’ 

A silent listener took up a per and filled in 
and signed a check for that amount without a 
word. By and by, when the new opera-house 
was finished, that silent man was somehow 
the only person forgotten in the distribution 
of seats for the grand opening night. 

Charlies Monselet is responsible for this 
curious little anecdote, the hero of which was 
Frangois Blane, directeur of the Casino at 
Monte Carlo. Blanc was a man of vast ambi- 
tion, a born financier and administrator, who 
might under certain conditions have been a 
Rothschild, but who lives in history as a mighty 
organizer of gambling enterprise, and was 
really one of the simplest of men, To see 
himin his brown overcoat, his gold specta- 
cles half dropping off his nose, one would 
have taken him for a petit rentier, whose 
wildest dreams were of the construction of a 
little grotto in his little garden, With little 
plaster rabbits and a tountain, which, like 
Wemmick’s, would almost wet the back of 
one’s hand. 

Before his Monte Carlo days he had been 
the guiding spirit in the direction of the Casino 
of Homburg. Benazet, accoraing to his flat- 
éerers, was the Louis Quatorze of Baden-Baden. 
Blane, who was impervious to flattery, might 
with equal justice have been cailed the 
Colbert of Homburg. A hard-headed, silent 
man of bourgeois exterior, a man with 
out enthusiasinSand weaknesses, who kept a 
lavish table and ate sparingly, who directed a 
huge gambling machine and permitted him- 
self no more exciting dissipation than a quiet 
game of billiards after dinner. I have heard 
it said in the Tattersall family that old Dick 
the founder of the historic * corner,” never 
made a bet of more than a pair of gloves in 

his life. “y 

So Frangois Blane rose superior: 40 the at- 
tractions of his owr table, deapised trente-et- 
quarante, and was afraid of roulette, What 
he was not afraid of. however, was spay: | 
money. To compass his business ends lie la 
it out lavishly, and he might, so they say, have 
been credited with many acts of genuine be- 
nevolence and public spirit, whereof the story 
of the Opera-House of Paris may serve as an 
‘example, . 

After the war the glories of Homburg and 
Baden departed, and on their ruins rose Monte 
Carlo. Monte Carlo was the great, the crown- 
ing achievement of ‘Francois Blanc’s life—the 
desert cape, which by mere force of millions 
he turned into one of the most wonderful of 
the gardens of the Mediterranean littoral. 
But it was not done without great opposition 
He made the fortunes of the Ricols in spite of 
themselves. At every fresh oppositioa he 
simply opened his purse, and the golden 
shower feil in the sacred name of local inter- 
ests. Mmeé. Biane, the most excellent of 
Wives, was a tower of strength to him. : 

Where questions of art ana elegance came 
in hers was the directing spirit, and the good 
man, whose thoughts and talk were of figures 
and finance, was coutent that Nér taste should 
crown his work: It needed a Hard head to 
withstand the attacks that were made upon 
him. Every day’s post brought with it a hun. 
dred propositions and threats. They were 
people who had lost their money and demand.- 
ed its return with fierce menaces; speculative 
and inventive people who proposed combina- 
tions; thére were even temptations offered of 

the kind which assailed the sainted Anthony ; 
pitiful supplications and ‘warnings of intend- 
ing suicides—place and date ecatefully speci- 
fied, so that there should be no mistake... 

Once. even at Monte Carlo, the Villa Blanc 
was actually assailed and two servants were 
seriously wounded in its defense. But the 
equanimity of Frangois Biane was equul to 
adventures, Threats, prayers, all tempta- 
tions left him untouched; he liked best to 
stay in his own family circle, refusing dll in- 
vitations, and indulging himself only with a 
good dinner; a bottle of. ChAteau Lafitte, a 
cigar, achat about financial operations—which 
would sometimes excite him—and 4 game of 
billiards. ve 

The only outlet which he allowed for his ir- 
repressible energy was a frequent change of 
abode. In one year he lived in Paris, Avig- 
non. Monaco, Dieppe, and Loueche-les-Bains 
in Switzerland, where he died at last of asth- 
ma, A respectable man, as respectability 
goes, fond of his family, and a good citizen, 
but withal perhaps the best-abused man in 
Europe and certainly the indirect chuse of as 
much mischief as any man in Europe,
